CAS1LEREA, County Roscommon, Nov. 
15.—The miserably poor of America know 
nothing of the suffering in the congested 
districts of western Ireland, where the mis- 
ery and privation of the smaller tenantry, 
which comprise a majority of the people, 
descends to a degree unknown elsewhere 
in the world. | 

The tenants are making a hopeless fight, 
merely keeping life in their bodies, herded 
on barren lands and in wet bogs, and paying 
heavy rents. It is no wonder that the land 
trouble finds its center here. 


Driven from Their Homes. 

Lord De Frayne’s estate is near here. The 
United Irish league is backing the tenants in 
their refusal to pay rent. The landlords have 
formed a trust to back De Frayne, and insist 
that’ he shall evict all tenants who do not 


their farms, and also ousted from the homes 
they had built with their own hands into the 
roadway by the. police. 
neighbors have taken them in and are shar- 
ing their scant store of food. The league 
gives money only to two classes of people— 
the poor and the destitute. 

But all are poor, or on the verge of extreme 
poverty. The people are loyal to each other. 
The poor support the destitute, who deserve 
a better fate. , 


Tenants Reclaim the Bog. 

The De Frayne estate comprises 55,000 
acres and is leased to nearly 2,000 tenants. 
The good lands are used for grazing cattle 
and sheep. j No people are permitted to live 
there. The majority of the tenants are 
herded on one, two, and four acre tracts on 
the edge of bogs. This bad land—for it is 
bad—has been reclaimed from the bog by 
years of labor by fathers, mothers, and 
grandfathers, who carried gravel and good 
soil for miles in sacks on their backs in order 
to make a few acres on which to grow a few 
bushels of potatoes and oats. 


Pen Pictures of Misery. 
If the present holder is delinquent in his 
rent he is evicted and heavy court costs, 
amounting in some cases to $200, is assessed 


| against him. The landlord takes everything. 


The tenant is given no compensation for im- 
provements he has made with his own hands, 
and, in fact, loses all. 3 

There are 800 huts on the De Frayne es- 
tate. In these huts sometimes families of 
twalve live in one room. Mud is every’- 
where. The damp from the bogsis constant. 
In the summer the land is flooded and is 
winter covered with ice. 


Barefooted in Wind amd Frost. 

Children and even women go barefooted in 

wind and frosty weather. 
. They sleep on rude bunks or on the cold 
floor, sometimes with covering, more often 
with none. Pigs, chickens, geese, and some- 
times a cow live under the same roof with the 
family, 

This cannot be helped. The tenant cannot 
be blamed for making the best of the most 
miserable conditions ever forced upon civil- 
ized people, 

Object Lesson Close By. 

Near the De Freyne estate the government 
has bought 90,000 acres of land under the 
congested district act. On this land it Is 
building modern houses. It allows the ten- 
ants to buy enlarged holdings, repaying 
the purchase price in yearly installments of 
$2 or less for each $5 rental paid the landlord 
under the old system. 


Causes Many Evictions. 
The De Freyne tenants, seeing the bettered 
condition of their neighbors, are naturally 


tion in rents and a chance to increase their 
miserable holdings. Their petitions have 
been denied and they have raised the cry 
“pay no rent.” Many have already been 
evicted, and notices have been posted for 
the eviction of more than a hundred others 
in two weeks unless they pay. The tenants 
are determined to resist, and the landlords 
insist that De Freyne shall evict the non- 
payers. If he does not they assert there 
will be a general rent reduction all over 
western Ireland. 


Landlords Stand Together. 

The same conditions prevail on the Murphy 
estate. The tenants there have offered to 
buy their holdings at a liberal figure, but 
notices have been served on sixty threaten- 
ing evictions. Trouble is likely to follow.

Police Are Like Hawks. 

The police watch the country like hawks. 
They follow me.all the time. If I talk to 
the people or to the Irish leaders they keep 
a closer watch. It makes one think of Rus- 
sia. When I drive on an estate two or four 
police follow in jaunting ears or on bicycles. 


Country Held by Armed Men. 

England is trying to rule Ireland by a 
reign of terror. The whole country is held 
down by armed men. Emergency men hoid 
the evicted huts, not officers of the law. 
Roughs gathered from the big cities are 
used as an ousting force by the landlord, 
who pays a few dollars a week for the use 
of the force to choke and drag out, and if 
resistance is offered to break the doors and 
windows. Lately these roughs have resort- 
ed to the use of battering rams to break

WOMEN IN WILD ROKAWAY 


TWO THROWN AND INJURED AF- 
TER TERRIFYING RIDE. | 


Horses Ridden by Mrs. F. H. Blackmarr 
and Mrs. Charles N. Gillett Bolt in 
Washington Park — Policeman 
Cronin Injured in Daring Effort to 

> Check One Animal—Mr. Gillett Tries 
in Vain to Aid His Wife — Narrow 


With two men in desperate pursuit two 
horses galloped wildly through south side 
boulevards yesterday afternoon, their riders, 
women, clinging helpless to the saddles. The 
wild ride ended only when both women and 
one of the men had been thrown and severely 
injured after a dozen times narrowly es- 
caping collisions with passing vehicles. 

The victims of what probably was the 
wildest runaways on the south side in years 


were: 

Blackmarr, Mrs. Frank H., 4011 Lake avenue; 
head cut, body bruised, and suffering from shock; 
taken home in a carriage. 

Gillett, Mre. Charles N., 4080 Prairie avenue; 
right arm bruised, face cut, badly bruised; taken 
into a neighboring house and afterward removed 
to her home in a carriage. 

Cronin, Park Policeman James P., 5610 Ellis ave- 
hue; shoulder dislocated, injuries to right arm, 
and bruises about the body; taken to a physi- 
clan's office in a carriage and then home. 


Sad End of Riding Party. 


The runaway brought to a sudden close 
what was to have been an afternoon of en- 
joyment in Washington park. Early in the 
afternoon Mrs. Gillett, whose husband is as- 
sistant cashier in the First National bank, 
started out for a ride with Mrs. Blackmarr. 
They were to meet Mr. Gillett later in Wash- 
ington park. 

Mrs. Blackmarr soon noticed that the horse 
she rode was restive, but she managed to 
keep the animal under control. Both women 
had reached the new boat house and were 
walking their. horses down a bridle path, 
when they saw Mr. Gillett in the distance. 

In laughing rivalry to see who should be 
first to welcome him, both women applied 
whips to their horses. Suddenly the bridle 
to Mrs. Blackmarr’s horse parted and the 
animal bolted. Mrs. Gillett’s mount fol- 
lowed at a gallop, despite the rider’s efforts 
to stop it. When they swept past Mr. Gillett 
both ‘horses were beyond control, and the 
terrified women were clinging to the saddles. 

Out through the entrance of the park, 
across Fifty-first street, and into the center 
drive of Grand boulevard dashed the two 
horses, with Mr. Gillett in pursuit. As the 
animal ridden by Mrs. Blackmarr neared the 
grass plot separating the center driveway 
from the west one Park Policemam Cronin 
took up the chase. Two carriages were nar- 
rowly missed as the policeman urged his 
horse along side that of Mrs. Blackmarr. 


Both Are Hurled to Ground. 


Cronin guided his horse close to the runa- 
way, and, just as the animal turned 6n to the 
grass plot, caught the bridle. At that mo- 
ment the horse stumbled. Mrs. Blackmafr 
was hurled over the animal’s head and Cro- 
nin was dragged from his own horse and 
thrown violently. Both were made uncon- 
scious, but Cronin had acted just in time, as 
a few more leaps would have carried 
in among the tree trunks. | | 

About the same time the horse ridden by 
Mrs. Gillett swerved to the east side of the 
center drive, while behind rode her h d. 
Ahead of them plunged the two rideriess 
runaways. Bringing whip and spur into 
play, Mr. Gillett tried in vain to reach his 
wife's frantic horse. Mrs. Gillett’s hat had 
fallen off and her long hair was streaming 
in the wind behind her. She struggied to 
rein in her horse but the animal did not 
slacken its speed. | 


Begs in Vain for Rescue. 

By this time scores of persons were viewing 
the exciting scene. To some of those who 
had run into the street the helpless woman 
appealed for assistance, but none dared try 
to stop the horse. At Forty-ninth street a 
brougham which was crossing the boulevard 
was narrowly missed. South of Forty-sey- 
enth street was a carriage which had been 
drawn hastily to the side of the driveway 
to avoid a collision. In it were Mrs. Mar- 
garet Curtis Vaughan of 3819 Michigan ave- 
nue and her son Frank. In the hope of swerv- 
ing the runaway from its course Frank 
Vaughan leaped out of the vehicle, wildiy 
waving his hat in front of the animal. 

The animal did not stop and Mr. Vaughan 


‘for. It was folind that hertnjuries were not 


had a narrow escape from being run over by 
Mr. Gillett’s horse, which was close behind. 
He grasped the bridle of Cronin’s horse and 
was dragged over the pavement some dis- 
tance before he could check it. Farther up 
the boulevard the other riderless horse had 
been captured by Park Policeman Coleman. 
At Forty-fourth street Park Policeman 
Gleason galloped toward the pair of plung- 
ing animals and blocked the way ahead. Mrs. 
Gillett with all her remaining strength jerked 
the left rein and the horse turned west, its 
rider falling exhausted from the saddle. 


Injured Given Prompt Aid. 
The unconscious woman was taken into a 
residence and medical assistance was sent 


serious. 

Frank Vaughan had mounted the horse he 
had seized and the Vaughan carriage was 
hurried to the place where Mrs. Blackmarr 
and Cronin were lying unconscious. Emer- 
gency treatment was given them in Rodel’s 
drug store, and Mrs. Vaughan ordered her 
coachman to drive with Mrs. Blackmarr and 
Policeman Cronin to the office of Dr. Black- 
marr, at 3977 Cottage Grove avenue. 

‘IT cannot give praise enough to the brave 
policeman who stopped my horse at the risk 
of his life. But for his action I believe I 
should have been killed,” said Mrs. Biack- 
marrliastnight. . 

**“My horse, which had not been out of the 
barn for three weeks, took the bit in its teeth 
and bolted. It seemed to me its hoofs scarce- 
ly touched the ground. The rush of wind 
blew my hat off, I saw the trees flit by me 
in a haze, and then something blue appeared 
at my side. I cannot tell you what a feeling 
of thankfulness and relief I experienced 
when thaj policeman grasped the bridle.”’ 

Three weeks ago Mrs. Blackmarr, while 
horseback riding with Mrs. Gillett, was 
thrown at Fifty-first street and Cottage 
Grove avenue, and sustained painful! bruises. 
Yesterday was the first time since that acci- 
dent that she ventured on her horse again.

PULPI? MAY QUIP THEATER 


PEOPLE’S CHURCH OBJECTS TO 
PAYING HIGHER RENT. 


Manager Litt of McVicker’s Asks an 
Increase of $25 a Week with Writ- 
ten Guaranty of Payments, and the 
Trustees Hesitate to Make New 
Lease—Report That Society Is Los- 
ing Members Because of Frequent 

Change in ‘Pastors. 


An advance in rent for the use of Me- 
Vicker’s theater as the place of weekly wor- 
ship has brought the business affairs of the 
People’s church to a crisis, and there is a 
possibility that the church will soon cease to 
hold services in the theater. 

For some time the church has been paying 
a rent of $50 a week, and Sol Litt, manager 
of the property, decided that this must be 
increased to $75, insured by a yearly lease 
and guaranteed by responsible business men. 

For three weeks negotiations have been 
going on between the theater people and the 
trustees of the.church, and as yet no way out 
of the difficult# has been found. The recent 
changes in pastors have caused a number of 
influential chureh members to withdraw 
from the congregation, and the management 
of the theater has not thus far accepted any 
of the members who were willing to take the 
responsibility of making good any deficit !n 
the rent. 


New Tenants Probable. 

The theater is not likely to be abandoned 
as a place of weekly worship, however. A 
prominent Hebrew congregation has been 
figuring on taking the Auditorium on Sun- 
days as a lecture room, and it is also said that 
the Central church would like to take Mc- 
Vicker’s. The present meeting place in the 
Studebaker theater has been found want- 
ing in room for the large congregations that 
have turned out to hear Dr. Gunsaulus, and 
the trustees have desired a more centrally 
located place. 

The management of McVicker’s asserts 
that the rent of $50 is insufficient to cover 
the incidental expenses and the loss of a 
Sunday matinée. During the score of years 
that the People’s church has held weekly 
mié¢etings in the theater yearly leases have 
been taken out. For some time the monthly 
rent was $250, but a few years ago it was 
reduced to $0 a week. The latest lease ex- 
pired during the latter part of September, 
and since then the rent has been paid by the 
week. 


Says Church Is Losing Members. 

** The People’s congregation has been losing 
strength recently, largely, I presume, on ac- 
eount of the change in pastors,”’ said L. D. 
Condee, attorney for Mr. Litt. “ A number 
of wealthy men have withdrawn their sup- 
port on account of the resignation of Dr. H.

The Wisconsin delega- 
tion has declared in favor of Cannon and the 
election of the Illinois man practically is as- 
sured, 

The formal action lining up Wisconsin 
and with it practically the whole west came 
at a meeting of the Wisctnsin delegation 
held in Milwaukee yesterduy, when, after 
support was pledged to Babcock, the latter 
refused to accept it and urged his colleagues 
to unite with him in the support of Cannon. 


Four More States in Line. 

The Minnesota and both the North Dakota 
and South Dakota delegations at a meeting 
in St. Paul last evening by unanimous vote 
decided in favor of Cannon for speaker, and 
pledged their votes'to him. | 

Nebraska also is pledged to Mr. Cannon. 
Though no meeting was held there, Con- 
gressman Burkett yesterday communicated 
to the other republican members-elect to the 
Fifty-eighth congress and was authorised 
by them to announce that all would sup- 
port the IiNnois man. 

So far as the west is concerned the speak- 
ership is decided and it is unlikely that se- 
rious opposition will develop in the east. 
The chairmanship of the lower house of con- 


gress is conceded as due to the west and the 


west will ineist that it get its rights. 


Central West Demands Honor. 

With the president a resident of New York 
and the presiding officerof the senate from 
Maine it is insisted that the east has its full 
share in the important executive depart- 
ments. The central west, which furnishes 
the republican majority in both house and 
senate, demands its recognition, and in no 
way can this be granted now except by giv- 
ing it the speakership. : 


First Speaker from Illinois. 
Strange ds it may seem, for the first time 
in its eighty-five years of life as a state 
this will be the first occasion on which Iili- 
nois has secured the speakership. Despite 
its importance as the chief state of the cen- 


tral west, although it has furnished men in 


every other division of the national govern- 
ment, it never has provided a presiding 
officer for the house of representatives. 

Now this belated honor seems certain and 
Illinois is to be represented in the one office 
which is admittedly-next in importance to 
the presidency. 

Much Discussion Over Speaker. 

Since the refusal of Speaker Henderson of 
a renomination the question of a new speak- 
er has caused much discussion. Of the can- 
didates in the fleld whence the speaker 
was to be chosen the only ones of importance 
were Joseph G. Cannon of Illinois and Jo- 
seph W. Babcock of Wisconsin. Each had 
the requisite ability, although the Illinois 
man's long service in the house and his work 
as chairman of the appropriations commit- 
tee gave him the greater prestige. 

Wisconsin members liked Mr. Cannon, but 
state pride undoubtedly would have held 
the delegation for Babcock had he remained 
in the race. 


Cannon Choice of West. 

Early in the discussion it became apparent 
that it would not do to divide the middle 
west and put forth two men for the place. 
A general investigation of the preferences 
of the state delegations in the section was 
begun, and it was found that Cannon was 
the favorite. 

Iowa congressmen were found to prefer 
Cannon, Kansas representatives also in- 
dorsed the Illinois man, and state after state 
was shown to have the same sentiment, 
though Babcock found many friends. 


Extra Session Held Certain. 

The positive assurance was given at the 
Milwaukee meeting that it is the intention to 
call a special session of congress late in 
March, or as soon as the short session is 
over, for the purpose of revising the tariff. 
Congressman Babcock bore this intelligence 
to the delegation, and while Senator Spooner. 
who was present, would not say anything for 
publication, the members of the delegation 
claim that this is the program.

/'Babcock and his subsequent withdrawal 
from the race, there has been a decided 
political sensation here in Washington. 

Among the best informed people there has 
been a feeling from the start that Mr. Bab- 
cock would withdraw before the canvass 
progressed far, but it was not generally un- 
derstood that this action would come so 
early in the fight. Mr. Cannon’s chances 
have always been looked upon here as being 
far brighter than those of any other candi- 
date, but now the sentiment is universal 
almost that he will have a walkover. 


Talk with, Dalzell. 


Mr. Dalzell, his Pennsylvania opponent. 
was seen tonight, and after the situation 
had been explained to him he said: 

“Of course this will make no difference 
in my campaign, although I recognize the 
fact that it will tend to consolidate the 
strength of the Mississippi valley for Mr. 
Cannon. It will be found, however, that in 
many cases delegation which are said to be 
Mned up for one candidate or another have 
not really pledged themselves. Many of 
them will hold off, although their prefer- 
ences generally may be understood.

HIGH LICENSE IN VERMONT 


PEOPLE TIRE OF PROHIBITION 
AFTER FIFTY YEARS’ TRIAL. 
Republican Legislature Elected on a 
Pledge to Enact a Local Option Law 
for Submission to Vote of the Peo- 
ple—Five Measures Now Pending, 
Twe Receiving the Favorable Re- 

_ port of a Majority of the Temper- 
ance Committee. | 


Montpelier, Vt., Nov. 15.—[Special.]—After 
giving prohibition a trial for fifty years, Ver- 
mont is on the eve of a legislative struggle 
which may place a high license local option 
law on the staute books. | 

The republicans, at their convention in 
June, made a party pledge that at this ses- 
sion of the legislature they would enact a 
high lcense local option bill, with a refer- 
endum, the law to become operative after 
the people had sanctioned it by a vote ata 
special ‘election. | 


Five Bills Are Offered. 


The joint committee on temperance of the 
legislature, made wp of sixteen representa- 
tives and nine senators, has for the last six 
weeks been considering five license bills, all 
introduced early in the session. These bills 
range all the way from a straight license 
law, patterned after the ones in force in 
Massachusetts and New York, to the so- 
called Rogs bill, framed by ex-United States 
Senator Jonathan Ross of St. Johnsbury, 
which practically strengthens the present 
prohibitory law and lops off some of its 
most objectionable and repugnant features. 


Favors South Carolina Plan. 


One of the bilis introduced by Representa- 
tive Battell.of Middlebury follows closely 
the dispensary system now in force in South 
Carolina, which makes the state a whole- 
sale liquor agent, branch stores of the main 
state store to be established wherever the 
inhabitants so vote. This bill provides that 
beer, ale, and light wines may be sold at the 
state store to be drank on the premises, but 
that all kinds of spirits must be sold by the 
bottle. | 

The joint temperance committee this week 
reported two bills—one a straight, high li- 
cense local option measure, with a referen-> 
dum attachment, providing the people shall 
vote on its acceptance or rejection the first 
Tuesday in January next. Thirteen members 
of this joint committee, or a majority of one, 
favored this bill. | 

The minority of twelve also reported the 
Battell bill favorably, and on Friday the 
Ross bill was also reported back favorably 
by this same minority. The point made 
by the minority is that if both the high li- 
cense bill and the Battell bill fail of enact- 
ment. then the Ross bill may go through, and 
Vermont will have a still better prohibitory 
law than it has at the present time. |

All hope of an adjournment the day before

cabinet, nine college and university presi- 
dents, a score of heads of great banking in- 
stitutions, high officials of the army and 
navy, an archbishop of the Roman Catholic 
church—these were among the 260 men who 
assembled to bid good-by to M. Cambon, 
long the representative of the French repub- 
lic at Washington. 

The table of honor, placed on a slightly 
raised platform, was set for twenty-one. 
In the center, under an old fashioned French 
tapestry that had been draped from the ceil- 
ing, sat M. Cambon. On his left was Mr. 
Hyde, joint host with Senator Depew, and 
on his right was the senator. Others pres- 
ent were Secretary of War Root, J. Pierpont 
Morgan, Attorney General Knox, Maj. Gen. 
Corbin, President Eliot of Harvard, Arch- 
bishop Ireland, and President Harper of the 
University of Chicago. 

Nothing of particular Interest had hap- 
pened up to the time Mr. Morgan came. As 
soon, however, as he appeared in the hall- 
way the news of his arrival was circulated 
along the rows of tables. Mr. Hyde left his 
seat and in a few seconds he was escorting 
him to his place at the guests’ table. By 
the time the financier had reached there 
most of the men in the hall had risen from 
their seats to get a look athim. As he sat 
down there were just five men at the main 
table who did not rise and walk toward him. 


The others rose and took their turn to grasp 


his hand, and then there was an exodus of 
his acquaintances from the other twenty 
tables. 

Meanwhile four waiters rushed forward 
and poked menu cards under the financier’s 
nose. For a minute he seemed to be at a 
loss what to do amid all the attention he 
was receiving. As he shook hands with his 
friends he waved aside the waiters, dropped 
into a chair, and then shook more hands. 
He took time, however, to walk across and 
greet M. Cambon. 

Things gradually resumed their normal 
condition and Mr. Morgan took on a re- 
lieved air. The talkers were Senator Depew, 
Mr. Hyde, M. Cambon, Secretary Root, 
Presidént Eliot, and Archbishop Ireland. 
Senator Depew, who was toastmaster, read 
letters of regret from President Roosevelt, 
ex-Mayor Abram 8S. Hewitt, and Secretary 
of State John Hay. Mr. Roosevelt wrote: 

“I wish I could be with you and meet 
your distinguished guests.

STUDENTS MAKE 
WAR ON DEVERY, 


Six Young Men Disguised ay 
Tramps Expose New York 
Ballot Frauds, 


PAID FOR THEIR 


District Captains Involved jp 
Revelations of Volunteer 
Detectives, 


New York, Nov. 15.—[Special.]—The six 
young college students who, disguised as 
tramps, uncovered the election frauds in the 
Devery districts of this city, will appear in 
court Monday to reveal what they learned 
during the time they served as volunteer 
detectives. 


One of these young men, Bertram De- 
peirrs, is said to be a millionaire, who, with 
his mother and their family lawyer, has re- 
cently returned from an extended trip 
abroad. Another, Dr. George Demorest, isa 
young physician taking a 
course at one of the New York unfversities, 
The others, Erskine, Townsend, and Ward, 
and one unnamed, are young medical stu- 
dents whose full names and addresses Supt. 
McCullagh’s men will not reveal until after: 
their testimony shall have been given in 


court. 
Voted Several ‘Times. 

These young men about a week before the 
last day of registration went into the Ninth 
assembly district—Devery's’ bailiwick—be. 
came acquainted with Devery’s leutenants 
under assumed names, were taken into the 
Devery club as full fledged members, were 
assigned rooms in West Twenty-sixth 
where their bills were all paid, and on elec. ' 
tion day they were voted twice, some of 
them three and four times. 

After this the formality of 
was gone through with. They were taken to 
the West Thirtieth street police station, 
where the money which had been given te 
them for voting—$3 for each vote—was foung 
upon them, together with the slips bearing 
the names upon which they voted, 

After they were bailed Erskine, Ward, and 
Townsend declared themselves to the court.

It was the working out of a well planned 
scheme of operations that k the young - 
men into Devery's country. They were all 
public spirited, had plenty of money, and had 
grasped the questionable work going on in 
Devery’s district.

BARNES OPENS THE CASE. 


His Outline ‘Adds Strength to 
‘Report That Convicted Man

State’s Attorney Deneen is holding back 
a stunning surprise for the attorneys who 
are conducting James H. Gormiey’s Gefense 
in Judge Horton's eourt, according to a 
report which became widespread yesterday. 
The surprise is said to provide for the sud- 
den return to the city of Capt. Edward Will- 
jams, now a fugitive from justicé, and who 
was convicted on the same charge as that 
hanging over Mr. Gormley—conspiring to de- 
fraud the county of the Masonie temple 
taxes. 

The opening statement which Assistant 
State’s Attorney Barnes ‘made to the jury 
yesterday morning added strength to the 
report that Williams had coneluded to come 
back to the city and take his chancea along

The important part which Capt." Will- 
jams would play in the prosecution of Mr.

With Williams as a wit- 
ness for the state there would be byt one 
missing link in the chain of evidence w- 
ing a conspiracy. The missing Unk cannot 
be supplied, because of the suicide of Peter 
Storm, assistant to the chief clerk in the 
county treasurer’s office. All the Otier par- 


ticipants in the alleged conspiracy, excepting 
Williams, have joined the forces of the state 
to testify against Gormley. 


Outlines New Evidence. .. 
In substance the new evidence furtished 


outlined as follows by Mr. Barnes: 

‘‘It was Wheeler who induced Peter Storm 
to enter the scheme to fix the Masonic temple 
taxes, after they had discussed the feasibility 
of the plan of making fraudulent entries and 
forging receipts covering the taxes of several 
other pieces of property. Then Wheeler and 
Storm went to see Williams in his office in 
the Masonic temple and talked the matter 
over witb hini. 

“The proposition struck Williams favor~- 
ably, but he wanted his share in the money. 
Wheeler offered him $1,000 of the $20,000 
which was to be used In settling the taxes 
amounting to $26,770.17, but after much hag- 
gling it was agreed that Williams was to re- 
ceive $3,000. It was during these negotia- 


Wheeler, that Williams remarked that he 

and Gormley were the only ‘ good fellows in 

the bunch,’ and this led up to the introduc- 

tion of Wheeler to Gormley as the man who 

could and would fix the Masonic temple 

taxes.” 
Closing the Tax Deal. 

It was stated by Mr. Barnes that Gormley 
and Wheeler had several conversations re- 
lating to the Masonic temple taxes before 
the deal was completed, but the nature of 
these talks was not told by Mr. Barnes. 
When the deal was to be closed, Mr. Barnes 
said, Wheeler and Storm went to ihe office 
of Capt. Williams, and in a private room 
were given the $20,000 drawn from “the 
Bankers National bank, on the déheck. 
signed by Gormley as president of the Ma- 
sonic Fraternity Temple and 
Dr. David G. Rush, secretary and treasurer 
of the association. 
Mr. Barnes said that Storm gave the bogus 
receipt for $26,770.17 to Williams as soon 
as the money was handed over, accompanied 
by $3,000 as Williams’ share inthedeal. Out 
of the balance Wheeler and Hoy, he said, 
took $18,000 as their share, leaving $4,000 
for Storm. 

Aside from the alleged conversations oe- 
tween Gormley and Wheeler the prosecution 
will endeavor to prove that Gormley, as pres- 
ident of the association, discounted notes 
amounting to $8,000 in order to raise the 


$20,000. 

Attorney Russell M. Wing made an opening 
statement, but it did not indicate clearly the 
line of the defense of Gormley. He spoke 
of his client’s good character and said that 
character witnesses would be called. He’ 
also intimated that Gormley had signed the 
check believing that the settlement of the 
Masonic temple taxes would be effected in a 
perfectly legitimate manner. Then Mr. Wing 
made some broad insinuations as to the char- 
acter of the state’s witnesses. | 

“ You can’t convict an honest man by the 
testimony of dishonest men,” declared Mr. 
Wing. ‘ This ts no great crime at the most, 
anyhow. There's no occasion for so much 
fuss and feathers——”" 

Judge Horton shut off this line of talk and 
insisted that Mr. Wing should confine him- 
self to a statement of the defense. Afterseve- 
eral other encounters with the court Mr, 
Wing sat down and the state calied its first 
witness, James W. Hahn, the former clerk in 
the south town collector's office, who testi- 
fied to being approached by James B. Hoy 
and J. J. Healy Jr. with the proposition that 
he should make a false entry on the books to 
show that the Masonic temple taxes had been 
paid. Hahn's testimony was identical with 
that which he gave in the trial of Williams 
and Wheeler, which resulted In their convic- 


tion. 
Court adjourned for the day without hear- 
ing any other evidence.

One of the most tragic in that excellent 
collection of good stories, the “ Cigarette 
Papers” of Mr. Joseph .Hatton—one 
of the most tragic stories, is that 
which Mr. Hatton quotes from Sir William 
Fraser, the well known reconteur.

Gives Facts About Earthquake. 

' Prof. John Milne, the seismologist, in a 
long paper on world shaking earthquakes, 
read before the Royal Geographical society 
yesterday, gave the latest information which 
pcience can furnish about the phenomena 
q h during the last year more than ever 
before has occupied popular interest. It is 
now known that about 30,000 earthquakes are 
felt annually. These are divided into two 
agp at Continental, which usually disturb 
é 
] 


‘the whole globe; and local, which usually 
have only a radius of a few miles. The former 
are the result of sudden accelerations in the 
process of rock folding. ‘he latter are set- 
ements and adjustments along lines of pri- 
mary fractures. The relationship of the 
two groups is that of parents and children. 
Every large earthquake could be recorded 
with proper appliances anywhere on land on 
the surface of the globe. Important earth- 
quakes seem tp propagate a series of waves 
through the world in all directions. The first 
movement passes through the diameter of 
the earth in about 22 minutes, at an average 
velocity of about six miles a second. These 
movements are compressional in character. 
The second phase of the motion which forms 
the principal part of the seismogram is 
larger waves. Their average period varies 
— fifteen to thirty seconds, but periods of 
observed,

‘Thinks Motion Is Undulatory. 
Prof. Milne d he was irclined to the 
opinion that the movement was undulatory 
in character, like an ocean swell, and it 
would be to measure the difference in 
time between the arrival of the preliminary 
tremors and the large waves of motion. 
Saag was, no doubt, a relationship between 
‘he distribution and origins of large earth- 
quakes, and pronounced irregularities on 
the surface of the earth where steep slopes 
existed. -On the shores of all quarters of the 
world, larger ¢arthquakes originated when 
a world shaking earthquake took place and 
its origin was sub-oceanic. Occastionlly this 
évidence had been accompanied by bodily 
displacement of large masses. 
Material illustrations of relatio 
tween sudden movements in rock ‘mlabene 
displays of volcanic activity could be found 
in eruptions in the West Indies and large 
earthquakes. That region of the Antillean 
ridge was one of unusual instability, ang in

Makes a Full Confession. | | 

The prisoner made a confession to the po- 
lice this evening. The authorfties at first 
denied all the reports to the effect that the 
revolver contained ball cartridges or that 
Rubino was connected with anarchism, but. 
they finally admitted that the prisoner had 
confessed that he intended to shoot King 
The self-confessed regicide is a small, bald- 


headed man with a heavy black mustache. 


He maintained perfect calm during his in- 
terrogation by the police. He informed the 
police that he came from London, where he 
went on a futile search for work. There 
Rubino obtained assistance from the Italian 
embassy and was temporarily engaged to 
watch anarchists. He was dismissed, how- 
ever, as the embassy officials discovered 
that he sympathized with the anarchists. 
It was then that he bought a revolver and 


fifty cartridges and came to Brussels. 


Finds No Work; Decides to Act. 

Failing te find work, Rubino said he “ de- 
termined to act” and went to the cathedral 
with the intention of shooting the king. But 
he did not fire at his majesty for fear of 
hitting intervening soldiers, 

Then Rubino proceeded to the Rue Reyale, 
where he awaited the cortége. The royal 
carriage containing the king passed before 
Rubino was able to pull the trigger of his 
revolver, hence the shots only hit the car- 
riage following. | | 

In Rubino’s pockets were found picture 
post cards bearing portraits of King Leopold, 
Prince Albert, and the Princess Elizabeth. 
The prisoner said he procured the cards so 
as to be able to recognize the membersof the 
royal family and expressed the hope that 
others would be more successful than him- 


Would Slay Any Monarch. | 
Rubino also said that he did not regret his 
act and would have fired at any monarch— 
“at the king of Italy as readily as at the 
king of the Belgians, because monarchs are 
tyrants, who cause the misery of their peo- 
ples.” Finally Rubino declared he hated 
socialists because they were friends of the 


police, and asserted that he had no accom- 


plices. 


The police believe that Rubino was aided 
by accomplices. Several well dressed men 


were observed pushing children near Rubino

Then the 
gufferer was taken to the County hospital 
and a. search for the kidnaper begun. At the 
hospital it was said that the child’s condi- 
tion was serious.

It admitted by Inspector Lavin that it 
seemed a clear case had been made against 
Mahoney.

and I did not know him as well as I did many 
of the other patrolmen. Soon afterwards he 
was transferred to South Englewood station. 
I never heard of him again until a week ago 
fast Sunday, whenhe told me that Clark and 
Barry had been after him for money. 

*“ I asked him then if he had anything to do 
with the job. He said that he had not, and 
I told him that I would lock them up if they 
should come to me after money. That was all 
I knew of it until yesterday, when he tele- 
phoned me, asking that his brother be sent 
for to furnish him bonds. The report that 
there were warrants sworn out for the arrest 
of the two men for vagrancy is not true. 
There were no such warrants.” 

Regarding the statement by South Park 
Policeman Frank Hamline that he had seen 
Mahoney tn Washington park a few nights 
before the burglary in conversation with 
two men, Inspector Lavin said: 

“Hamline told me that story some time 
ago, and Mahoney was called in, but Ham- 
line could not identify him. Mahoney said 
he had been in the park with his two broth- 
ers-in-law, named Callahan. When they 
were brought into the office Hamline identi- 
fied them as the men he had seen." 

“I have no reason for believing at the 
present time,”’ said State’s Attorney 
Deneen, “ that there are high police officials 
implicated with Mahoney in this matter. 
The only statements indicating such an im- 
plication are the alleged utterances of 
Mahoney. There is nothing in the case, as I 
see it now, to warrant other arrests.” 

Among the men called before the state’s 
attorney during the day was a blacksmith 
employed by M. H. Tichenor & Co.; from 
whom Mahoney borrowed a sledge hammer 
on the day before the robbery, returning it 
the day after the jewelry store safe was 
cracked. 

Thomas Murphy, an ex-constable, was an- 
other who was called in conference. 


Says the Case Is Strong. 

* Murphy knows all about the affair,” said 
Assistant State’s Attorney Sprogle,‘* but we 
are not giving away our evidence in advance. 
I have never seen a case work out stronger. 
We began with the unsupported statements 
of Clark and Barry, and without a break we 
have been able to corroborate everything 
they told 

A lawyer, generally known, is said to be 
implicated in the case. He is said to have 
been the man who pawned a number of dia- 
monds recovered Friday night in a south 
side pawnshop. The pawnbroker yesterday 
visited the state’s attorney’s office. 

Chief of Police O’ Neill has ordered the sus- 
pension of Mahoney for thirty days, pending 
investigation and the outcome of the charges 
against him. 


Grend Jury Meets Tomorrow. 


The November grand jury will convene 
tomorrow. The charges involving Policeman 
Mahoney will be considered, as will the Ma- 
sonic temple tax fraud cases.

DRAFT OF TENEMENT LAW 


PROVISIONS OF PROPOSED ORDI- 
NANCE MADE KNOWN. 


New Measure, Which Has the Approval 
of Deputy Building Commissioner 
O’Shea, Is Said to Overcome Danger 
from Imperfect Sanitary Condi- 
tions as Well as from Fire+Larger 
Rooms and More Space Between 
Buildings Among Requirements. 


Tenement houses that will be safe to hu- 
man life from sanitary stanapoints,as well as 
from fire, aré said to be provided in the pro- 
posed city ordinance, the revised provisions 
of which were made public yesterday. The 
judiciary committee will pass finally on the 
draft on Tuesday. The measure has the 
approval of Deputy Building Commissioner 
O’Shea, who will attend the committee meet- 
ing, as will many builders. 

The height of no new tenement house, the 
ordinance provides, shall be more than 
one-half greater than the width of the street. 
At the rear of every lot containing such 
building, unless there is a ten foot alley be- 
hind, there must be a yard open and unob- 
structed and with every part of the yard 
accessible to every other part. Its area must 
be at least § per cent of the total area of 
the lot on ¢orner lots and 10 per cent on 
other lots. 

The yard shall be increased 1 per cent of 
the lot for every additional story above 


Space Between Buildings. 

Where a tenement house now or hereafter 
stands on a lot no other building shall be 
placed on the lot except at a distance of at 
least ten feet, if neither building exceeds one 
stary in height; or fifteen feet if the building 
is two stories high; and five additional must 
separate the building for every story added 
to the height of the highest building on the 
lot. 

Every court must be open from the bottom 
to the sky, save for fire escapes, and must 
communicate directly into a street, alley, or 
yard. 

In new tenementsevery habitable room, ex- 
cept closets and bathrooms, shall have at 
least one window opening directly on a street, 
alley, yard, or court. The total window area 
in such rooms must be at least one-tenth of 
the floor area of the room, and the top of at 
least one window must be at least ” ox: feet 
above the floor.

In no now existing or new tenement house 
shall any room in the cellar be occupied for living 


For Garbege Cremation. 


The ordinance requires that every new 
tenement house shall be equipped with a 
practical garbage burning furnace, but on 
this section there has been debate, and it is 
subject to change. 

No wall paper shall be placed on the walls 
or ceilings of any tenement house before all 
old paper shall have been removed. 

The permit of the building department is 
absolutely required by the ordinance before 
any new tenement house can be constructed 
under the measure. 

The building shall not be occupied, ana 
no water shall be furnished to it until the 
health department shall have certified to the 
fire escapes and sanitary arrangements.

WIDER WORK IN RELIGION. 


NATIONAL SOCIETY TO IMPROVE 
SUNDAY SCHOOL EDUCATION. 


Call for a Convention to Meet in Chi- 
cago—llethod Suggested for Grad- 
ing the Pupils and Training the 
Teachers for Their Tasks—Request 

_ Is Signed by Fifty-two Members of 
the Council of Seventy—President 
Harper in Lead, 


A call for a convention to effect a national 
organization for the improvement of re- 
ligious and moral education through the 
Sunday school and other agencies is about to 
be issued by the council of seventy of the 
American Institute of Sacred Literature. 

The convention will be held in Chicago 
next February or March, in a hall to be 
designated later by the committee in charge, 
It will consist of members and, associate 
members of the council of seventy, invited 
teachers, ministers, editors, and superin- 
tendents of Sunday schools. 


Reasons for the Convention. 


In the call for the convention the follow- 

ing declarations are made: | 
The religious and moral instruction of the young 

is at present inadequate and imperfectly correlated 


with other instruction in history, literature, and 
the sciences. | 

The Sunday school, as the primary institution 
for the religious and moral education of the young, 
should be conformed to a higher ideal, and made 
efficient for its work by the gradation of pupils 
and by the adaptation of its material and method 
of instruction to the several stages of the mental, 
moral, and spiritual growth of the individual. 

The home, the day school, and all other agencies 
should be developed to assist in the right educa- 
tion of the young in religion and morals, 

This improvement in religious and moral instruc- 
tion can best be promoted by a national organiza- 
tion devoted exclusively to this purpose, 


Work Before the Convention. 


The work which it is hoped the organiza- 
tion will accomplishd is indicated in the fol- 
lowing synopsis of purposes: 

“It may seek to show how to correlate 
religious and moral instruction with the 
instruction in history, science, and literature 
obtained in the public schools, 

“It may indicate the proper place of the 
bible in religious and moral instruction, and 
set forth the@general and specific methods 
of using the bible for this purpose. 

“It may show the necessity and method 
of a gradation of pupils (as in the Sunday 
schools) according to age, capacity, and at- 
tainment, and the necessity and method of 
graded instruction, where both material and 
manner of instruction will be adapted to the 
stage of physical, mental, moral, and spir-' 
itual. development which the pupil has 
reached. : 

“It may seek to create for the bible school 
a graded curriculum which will embody the 
larger substance and the better methods of 
a religious and moral education that is in 
accordance with the present status of bib- 
lical, theological, ethical, psychological, ped- 
agogical, and scientific knowledge. 


Training for Teachers. 


**It may seek, by all means, to accomplish 
the adequate training of teachers to give 
religious and moral instruction, by showing 
what amount and kind of knowledge are 
required, and how this may be attained; 
what use is to be made of such knowledge 
in teaching children at the several] stages 
of their growth; what spiritual and moral 
qualifications are necessary for training boys 
and girls into men and women; and what 
are the best methods in the many branches 
of this most important of all educational 
work.” |

Many Young Women et Northwestern 
University Oppose the Order and 
Delay Physicians’ Work. 


Many of the coeds at Northwestern uni- 
versity have rebelled against the general 
order requiring vaccination.

UNION TO FIGHT 
TOBACCO TRUST. 


Independent, Salesmen Organ- 
ize and Will Affiliate with 
Labor Ranks. 


TO INCLUDE COUNTRY. 


New Association Will Establish 
Branches in Chief Cities 
of America. 


The Chicago salesmen employed by the in- 
dependent tobacco and cigar factories yes- 
terday met in the Heegaard building, Lake 
and State streets, and formed a union, which 
will be known as the Independent Tobacco 
Salesmen’s union. 

One of the primary objects of the organiza- 
tion is to work up a sentiment among the 
members of trade unions in favor of anti- 
trust cigars and tobaccos and against all 
goods made by the tobaccotrust. The organ- 
ization will be made a national one and will 
receive its charter from the American Feder- 
ation of Labor. Branches will be established 
in all cities where there ig any number of 
tobacco salesmen. The local organization 
will be allied with the Chicago Federation of 
Labor and seat its delegates in that body in 
two weeks. 

The meeting held yesterday was addressed 
by John Fitzpatrick, organizer for the Chi- 
cago Federation of Labor, and in the future 
members of the tobacco salesmen’s union 
will address other labor organizations in an 
effort to arouse their enthusiasm. 


Rely on Union Labor Men. 

Ever since the independent movement was 
started against the tobacco trust its leaders 
have relied to a great extent on the sym- 
pathy of organized labor. The charge has 
always been made that the trust factories 
did not employ union labor and did hire great 
numbers of children in violation of the child 
labor law. At present the trust is said to 
have only one union factory, and union to- 
bacco workers have found employment in 
independent factories in constantly increas- 
ing numbers. 

The headquarters of the new union will be 
in the Heegaard building for the present. 
J. M. Preston was elected president yester- 
day and fifty men signed the roster. It is 
estimated that there are 200 men in the busi- 
ness in Chicago, and a large percentage is 
said to be pledged to the movement. Meet- 
ings will be held every Saturday afternoon 
at 2 o'clock. 

The activity of the independent manu- 
facturers has caused the trust to engage a 
large number of salesmen for the Chicago 
district. The method employed by them is 
to work In pairs. When one goes into a store 
and attempts to sell trust goods the other 
follows him and calls for a trust made cigar, 
at the same time extolling its merits. The 
independent salesmen believe that by organ- 
izing they will be in a better position to work 
successfully. 


Big Plant Declared in Trust. 

Independent manufacturers declared yes- 
terday that the Spaulding & Merrick factory 
at Rush and Michigan streets has been sold 
out to the trust, and is being operated as a 
branch of the New Jersey concern. Thesale 
has been carefully guarded from publicity, 
and the impression has been allowed to re- 
main among dealers that the factory is still 
independent. 

It ig believed that the plant changed hands 
about nine months ago. At that time it is 
said that L. C. Spaulding, president, and 
William R. Moorehouse, manager, of the 
old company withdrew from the active man- 
agement, and were supplanted by a man of 
the name of Demick, who acted as auditor 
of the St. Louis branch of the trust. 


Fined for Child Labor. 


Alleged wholesale employment of children 
in the factory is said to be another indica- 
tion of its relationship to the trust. In- 
dependent manufacturers are keeping close 
watch on the place and are prepared to bring 
all violations of the child labor law before 
the’ state factory inspector. Forty-eight 
charges have already been brought before 
Justice Wolff and the company fined $300, 
as it was found guilty in every case. 

Two of the children testified that they were 
not over 12 years old, and had worked in the 
factory on their feet over twelve hours a 
day, exclusive of the time given them to 
eat their dinner and supper. One little girl, 
who said she was 11 years old, told the 
court that she had to leave home before 6 
a. m. and did not get back again until 9 
o’clock in the evening. 

‘The condition of the children in the fac- 
tory at the present time is appalling,” said 
M. W. Diffley. ‘“‘I walk down Rush street 
frequently and see them on thestreet. Many 
of them look to be under 14 years of age. 
and most of them have a sickly look, as if 
the long hours they labor with tobacco had 
resulted in their being poisoned.” 


MANY DEMAND SUNDAY CLOSING 


Teamsters and Clerks to Work Togeth- 
er—Barbers, Butchers, and Milk 
Wagon Men Active Also. 


The teamsters and ¢lerks will join hands 
today in the Sunday closing movement, and 
will give their attention to the downtown 
district, Wabash, and Cottage Grove ave- 
nues. A large number of marketmen have 
closed their doors in the past and agreed to 
continue to do so, but a few have persisted 
in remaining open, and this threatens to 
force the others to follow. The proprietors 
of all places found open today will be told 
that unless they agree to close on Sunday 
they will find it difficult to obtain supplies 
during the week. 

The crusade today will be attended by the 
market teamsters, butchers and grocers’ 
clerks, and the retail clerks. They will meet 
at Van Buren street and Pacific avenue at 
8 a. m. and, march through the district. 
Every offending proprietor will be visited. 

The milk wagon drivers also believe they 
are entitled to Sunday morning in bed. They 
also object to working all day in addition 
to starting in at 1 o’clock tn the morning. 
They have begun a campaign among their 
customers to induce them to consent to one 
delivery a day and the purchase of Sunday 
supplies on Saturday afternoon. 

In addition to the other crusades, the 
Butchers’ union will watch the markets in 
the stockyards region all day, and in the 
afternoon the barbers will make a tour of the 
west side to see how many shops are open. 


STRIKERS UNDO THEIR WORK. 


Gasfitters Begin Tearing Out Conduits 
in Powers Building—Frightened 
Away by the Police. 


Union gasfitters, who struck on five down- 
town buildings on Friday in sympathy with 
the electricians in their fight with the Edi- 
son company, yesterday invaded the Powers 
building, at Wabash avenue and Monroe 
street, and began tearing out the pipe con- 
duits for electric wires, which they had put 
in place a few days before. 

Eight of the forty pickets, it is said, en- 
tered the building, but they had hardly be- 
gun thelr work of destruction when they 
learned that an alarm had been sent to po- 
lice headquarters. When a sergeant and five 
patrolmen arrived the men had left the 
building, and no arrests were made. 

The business agents of many of the build- 
ing trades unions are reported to be in favor 
of declaring a general strike by all unions 
against buildings where the Edison com- 
pany has contracts. The board of business 
agents will meet tomorrow. 

“If the Edison company is allowed to beat 
the electricians it will be only a matter of 
time when the other contractors will begin 
a fight on us,” said Business Agent Frank 
Thoma of the Architectural Irohworkers’ 
union. “ If_necessary I favor a strike of all 
trades on buildings where this company 
gontracts * -

MISS SEES PLO? 


SAYS CHARGES AGAINST HER 


WERE MADE UNDER DURESS. 


Deposed Teacher Declares That Prin- 
cipal Hedges Admitted He Was 
Forced to Make Complaint, and 
She Wants te Know Why Coercion 
Was Used — This Statement to Be 
Basis of Proposed Damage Suit 
Against the Board of Education. 


“Mr. Hedges admits he was forced into 
writing the charge. Why was coercion thus 
used?” | 

This is a declaration in a statement pre- 
pared yesterday by Miss Jane J. McKeon, 
who was suspended from the Andrew Jack- 
son school for insubordination, in defense of 
her refusal to receive Joseph Hartwig when 
he was returned to her room by Principal 
Hedges. 

In this single sentence is the suggestion of 


conspiracy on which Attorney Daniel L., 


Cruice proposes to Institute civil suit against 
the board of education. 

Miss McKeon declares that a perfect under- 
standing had existed between herself and 
Principal Hedges in regard to the treatment 
of the “bad boy,” that the boy was to be 
accorded a last trial im her room, and that 
if there was no improvement in his behavior 
at the expiration of the period of probation 
he was to be placed in a lower room and 
lower grade. Then she says Mr. Hedges 
failed to keep his agreement, and she asks 
why he changed his attitude. 

Shielded Other Pupils. 

When the boy was finally returned to her 
room the words which passed between Miss 
McKeon and Mr, Hedges are described as 
follows in the statement: 

“** Miss McKeon,’ the principal said, * we 
have to keep this boy in this room.’ I re- 
plied: ‘ But I have given him his fair trial, 
as agreed to. I must respect the rights of 
the other fifty-five pupils, and if any trouble 
comes I'll bear the brunt of the burden.’ ” 


Suspension Is a Surprise. 

Then describing the circumstances which 
led up to her suspension Miss McKeon says: 

“About three days later Mr. Hedges showed 
me his official notification of my suspension, 
which was the first intimation I had of the 
action taken by the supérintendent.

Weeks attempted a fake kick 
play in the first half, which lost ground, but 
later this same play was executed so bril- 
Hantly as to net good gains, in spite of the 
fact that [it was so palpable in advance that 
the rooters warned Chicago of what was 
coming. Weeks found Chicago’s center 
pretty nearly a rock, and was compelled to 
direct his attack farther out most of the 
time. This he did by means of cross bucks, 
with a tackle back or running from his line 
position. Double passes and delayed passes 
were frequent, and occasionally Jones would 
be shot into the middle of the line for a 
gain, but these plunges were more often 
stopped. 

| Chicago Strong on Defense. 

Chicago achieved one Interval of real glory, 
and that was at the beginning of the game, 
when it showed that it could stop Yosts 
railroad train, and did it so effectually that 
it was able to keep the result of the game 
in the balance for many minutes. Michigan 
took the ball from the kickoff on its own ten 


attack which had carried Wisconsin off its 
feet only a fortnight before over the same 
sawdust strewn turf. For awhile Chicago 
broke ground, but it was apparent the home 
team was fighting desperately and withouta 
shade of nervousness or stage fright. The 
sledgehammer blows of Jones at center and 
tackle gained ground, but gained slowly, and 
after Michigan had reached the middle of the 
field Stagg’s men braced and took the ball 
on their forty-five yard line. Twice during 
this time Michigan had. fumbled, but saved 
the ball, making Chicago's task easier. 
Chicago's enthusiasm was at flood tide 
then, and for a time the yelling from the east 
side of the field was continuous, but when 
Chicago's weakness on offense became ap- 
parent, so soon the momentary flash of joy 
faded. Chicago, in spite of its deliberation, 
gained its distance once, then was forced to 
punt. Finding Chicago could stop his men, 
Capt. Weeks at once changed his style of 
attack and brought out another side of it. 
Sweeley returned the punt almost immediate- 
ly, booting the bal! far over Sheldon's head— 
so far that the little fellow was downed on 
his ten yard line. Then Chicago was on the 
defensive for fair. Two attempts at rushing 
were thrown back for losses by the Michigan 
men, who got the charge on Chicago’s line 
with ease. Ellsworth was forced to punt 
from behind the goal, and before his ends 
could down Sweeley he was at the thirteen 
yard Mne. Koehler’s end was turned for 
eight yards, but there the Chicago line trans- 
formed itself into a rock, and three attacks 
failed to gain the remaining five yards neces- 
sary for a touchdown. 


Sweeley Scores First Points. 


Once more Elisworth had to punt from be- 
hind the line and this time the ball was 
downed on Chicago's twenty-five yard line. 
Again a touchdown seemed imminent, but 
Stage’s defense proved invulnerable inside 
the five yard line and on the last chance 
Weeks elected to try a fleléd goal.

Jimmy made a 
dash but could net reach the fleet Michigan 
back, who scooted along the east edge of the 
field and completed his journey of seventy 
yards without opposition, eluding tacklers 
behind the line until he placed the ball direct- 
ly behind the posts. It was an easy goai, but 
Sweeley missed it. 
Fumbling Costly to Losers. 

Chicago’s fumbling became more frequent 
and proved more costly in the second half. 
It was a fumble which gave Michigan the 
ball on Chicago’s thirty-two yard line soon 
after the kickoff. From here Michigan 
smashed right, left, and center until inside 


_ the ten yard. line, where the big machine was 


stopped dead, and Sweeley once more sent 
the ball squarely between the posts for an- 
other five points, this time from the eighteen 
yard line at an acute angle. 

For a time then the play was fast and 
furious on both sides, and the ball changed 
hands frequently. Michigan rushed the ball 
from the kickoff to Chicago’s thirty yard 
line in short order, but was stopped there, 
and Weeks tried a fake place kick, which was 
broken up for a loss of nearly fifteen yards 
by Speik. Chicago took the ball at its thirty- 
seven yard line and began an atttack which‘ 
seemed invincible for a while. Using the 
fake interference almost continuously, 
Stage’« men drove Michigan back across line 
after line in short gains. Once Bezdek shot 
through left tackle and end for seventeen 
yards before brought to earth by Sweeley. 
Straight on the ball went to Michigan's 
twenty-eight yard line. Here Catlin was 


used up completely and compelled to retire. — 


Five yards farther Chicage advanced, but 
Michigan braced and took the ball on downs 
at its twenty-three yard line, where Sweeley 
quickly punted it out of danger.

Game Fight Against Odds. 
With twenty-one points against them, and

Te be sure, the attack never became threat- 
ening, and Sweeley’s punting was all that 
was required to keep the ball out of rangs. 
Twice Elisworth eesayed to score from a 
place kick, but each time at desperate dis- 
tauces, the first from the forty-three yard 
line and the second from the fifty yard line. 
The first attempt he missed by only a few 
feet, the ball falling into Sweeley’s hands 
under the crossbar.

Chieage Supporters ‘Come Prepared 
with Songs Which Remain Appro- 
priate to the Occasion for a Few 
Minutes—Bright Colors Are Flaunt- 
ed in the Stands—Group of Fresh- 
men Piays “Horse” Between Halves 
and Entertains the Onlookers. 


It was a chilly day for the rooters of the 
University of Chicago. It looked bright for 
a few minutes, and those minutes were all 
the more enjoyable because they represented 
the only period in which enthusiasts who 
swear by Stagg and his Indians had an 0 
portunity to yell. 

The chill to the spirits of the Chi 
was due to a goal from the fleld and a seventy 
yard end run, both coming so fast that they 
could hardly realize that ‘‘ somethin’ was 
doin’.””

There was only one occasion for the Chi- 
cago ‘‘manysingers,”” as one young man 
characterized them, to prophesy what the 
maroon players would do. It was during the 
first ten minutes of the game. After that 
the foghorn’s doleful music sang the requiem 
of Chicago's hopes. 


Spectators Good Natured. 


It was a good natured crowd. The stands 
were filled with young women and young 
men wearing as many colors as Jose ph’s coat. 
Chicago's side was packed, hardly an availa- 
ble seat being found in the great stand. 
Michigan rooters made up in enthusiasm 
for the numbers which they lacked. 

Streamers and chrysanthemums repre- 
sented the colors of the opposing factions. 
Occasionally the Michigan followers sent up 
a blue balloon. Then across the field Chicago 
went them one better by starting two maroon 
balloons skyward. When the game was half 
over Chicago announced its hopes that the 
local team would score by sending up a pack 
of twerity-eight bf@lloons, but unfortunately 
it was vari-colored, indicativé of the playing 
of the home eleven. 

Off in one corner of the field was the only 
substantial looking thing to be seen—a Red 
Cross ambulance, kept in readiness to re- 
move the unfortunates. Its presence, how- 
ever, had no effect upon the spirits of the 
crowd. It howled itself hoarse because the 
game was one that aroused the enthusiasm 
of every one. The brilliant plays of Michi- 
gan were cheered as liberally as the occa- 
sional gleams of brightness of Chicago. 


Freshmen Make a Hit. 


The tension was relieved during the inter- 
mission betwedén halves by the appearance 
of twenty-two live, enthusiastic young fresh- 
men. One could see they were bubbling over 
with vitality by the way they moved. They 
were clad in blue and maroon sweaters, white 
duck trousers, and straw hats, about as cool 
a combination as one could imagine. They 
ran out on the field, stringing their hats from 
one end of ittothe other. One carried an im- 
mense ham, which was to be used as the foot- 
ball. Lining up in the center, they gave 
an imitation of a football game that was 
ludicrous, and did much to warm up the cold 
crowd.

Play Is Marked by Precision. 


Mr. Lasker's. simultaneous play is marked 
by rare equanimity and precision. A fa- 
vorite attitude of his while pausing before a 
board, contemplating his rejoinder to his op- 
ponent’s last move, is standing at “ atten- 
tion," in military parlance, with his hands 
close to his sides. In his play he shows a 
preference for forcing a winning ending 
rather than indulging in midgame pyrotcch- 
nics, and ts free in reducing forces. 

Few masters have grasped the potentiall- 
ties of the rooks as has Lasker, and a glance 
over his winning positions when the play was 
about half finished rewealed the fact that in 
half of these games his rooks had assumed 
aggressive positions deep in hostile terri- 
tory at a surprisingly early stage of the pro- 
ceedings: Mr. Lasker's play is exceptionally 
free from crags errors—it is rare, indeed, 
eifher in tournament or exhibition play, for 
him to throw away a pawn or plece through 
one of those annoying oversights to which 
the common run of players and even many 
masters are exasperatingly prone. 

The two victories over him were well 
earned. Lee W. Parke, president of the Rills- 
bury Correspondence Chess association, 
played with rare accuracy in a complicated 
position, and, althotgh Lasker at 4 number 
of times had a mate in view only a few moves 
off, Mr. Parke, by carrying the war into 
Africa, kept the champion so busy looking 
after his own king that the storm had no 
chance tg come to a focus. 

The greatest credit should be given Mrs. 
F. W. Lynn for her victory. This lady, who 
never heretofore played the game anywhere 
except in the seclusion of her own home, con- 
ducted a highly intricate attack to a brilliant 
termination withoyt the slightest show of 
nervousness. Her husband, who was play- 
ing at an adjoining table, was one of the first 
of the champion’'s victims.

MINORS RY FOR PEACE 


CONFERENCE MAY SETTLE WEST- 
ERN BASEBALL WAR, 


f 
Magnates from American Association, 
Western League, and National 
Body of Smaller Leagues Will Meet 
Today to Consider Truce Proposi- 
tieons—Disputed Territory, Kansas 


City and Milwaukee, the Bone of 
Contention, 


The most important event on the baseball 
calendar just at present is the conference 
of minor league magnates in this city 
which begins its real work today at the 
Auditorium. This meeting is expected to 
bring about a peaceful settlement of the 
war which has been waged for a year be- 
tween the American association, promoted 
by T. J. Hickey, and the National Associa- 
tion of Minor Leagues, of which the party 
most interested in this meeting ¢s the West- 
ern league. 

In the midst of so much bitter strife and 
harsh words, a peace conference is a re- 
freshing oasis indeed, and it is a matter 
of congratulation for the patrons of minor 
league baseball that somé’ order is likely 
to be brought out of the chaos which has 
existeé for so long.. Even if actual peace 
is not effected, there is every chance of 4@ 
compromise on a good working basis which 
will remove some of the strife and uncer- | 

tainty with which the minors were handi- 
capped last year. With the stability of 
the minor leagues practically assured, the 
_ big leagues can go on and fight each other 
to death with less injury to the great game 
itself than if the smaller leagues kept up 
their strife until some or all of them went 
to the wall. 

The minor leagues are the bulwark of 
the game, for it is in them that the great 
ball players are-born, educated, and trained 
for the major positions they are to occupy. 
So long as they live and prosper there will 
be no danger of permanent injury te the 
sport, but if they should kill..each other 
off or let the big leagues bleed them to 
death the major organizations would soon 
run short of talent, and without new blood 
a natural death could be the only result. 

The association of minor leagues has 
weathered a stormy year in spite of al! pre- 
dictions to the contrary, and comes up for the 
next campaign stronger than ever. The or- 
ganization has not accomplished all it set 
out to, and has not succeeded in protecting 
its members from raids by the bigger leagues, 
but it bas maintained some sort of order ir 
its own ranks and presents a fairly harmo- 
nious front. The result of the now famous 
St. Vrain case demonstrated the strength of 
the association within its own ranks, and 
that victory for organized baseball will 
doubtless prevent a recurrence of sfmilar 
cases of insubordination by individual clubs 
next year. 

The case in hand now is a compromise 
whereby the fight between the American as- 
sociation arid the Western league over con- 
flicting territory in the west can be ter- 
minated. With the Hickey organization in 
line, the minor leagues will present an un- 
broken front to the poaching of the big 
leagues and will have double their authority 
over the players in their class... The proposi- 
tion is made more difficult by the bitter en- 
mity which the Western league has for 
President Hickey and his lieutenants re- 
sulting from the split of last winter. The 
Western leaguers seem inclined to stand 
firm against any plan which does not involve 
the surrender by the Hickey league of either 
Kansas City or Milwaukee, or both. Itisa 
dificult matter to adjust, but more serious 
problems have been solved in the past. 


Not long ago Manager Stallings of the Buf- 
falo Bastern league club broke out with one 
of his familiar whines, in which he accused 
President Pat Powers of entertaining a 
grudge against the Buffalo team and of giv- 
ing that club the worst of it on several oc- 
casions last year. Stallings always takes 
that method.of explaining his own failures 
in the baseDAll world. Whiie he was in De- 
troit he was always trying to stir up trouble 
for Ban Johnson of the American league, and 
complained of a conspiracy on the part of 
the entire league against it. The 
American leaguers got tired of ft and dropped 
Stallings into major league oblivion. Pat 
Powers has nothing to fear from Stallings or 
his accusations. No one outside of Buffalo 
at least will heed them. ° 

Nearly every day somebody i ‘es to read 
Detroit out of the American league circuit 
and substitute Pittsburg in its place. Every- 
thing from the wildest rumor to the most 
positive statement has been circulated to this 
effect. It does not seem to occur to the ru- 
mor mongers that President Angus of De- 
troit has something to say about the matter. 
Until Angus says he is willing to sell his 
franchise to the Pittsburg syndicate, which 
wants to get rid of Dreyfuss and have a 
team owned by Pittsburg capital, the Amer- 
ican league cannot drop Detroit from the cir- 
cuit. And Angus is not the kind of man who 
sellg out when he thinks he is under pres- 
sure. Even if it were true, as Detroit fans 
seem to think, that the American league is 

laying ‘‘ freeze out” with Detroit, it would 

e far from a wise policy to drop a city of 
Detroit’s standing and size from the circuit 
in favor of Pittsburg, where it would have 
strong opposition and which ‘is not large 
enough in a, baseball sense to support two 
clubs. It can be put down as a-fact that 
Pittsburg’s chances of securing an American 
league club next season rest on the possibil- 
ity of Ban Johnson being unable to secure 
the grounds in New York, for which he has 
been working a!! the summer and fall. 

Jobn T. Brush came to bat recently with 
a prophecy to the effect the American league 
would not be able to get grounds on Man- 
hattan island and disposed of the whole af- 
fair as a biuff on the part of Ban Johnson. 
One of the chief arguments used by Brush 
was that the name of Senator Sullivan is 
being constantly connected with the Ameri- 
can league ciub in Gotham and that Sullivan 
denies allconnection. Hence the whole move 
must be a biuff. Brush went to the wrong 
source for his facts. Sullivan has been per- 
sistently connected with the deai by New 
York writers, but President Johnson has re- 
peatedly denied that Sullivan was one of the 
prospective backers in New York. JchnT.'s 
other arguments are ail good in themselves, 
but are equally poorly grounded.

Luck of Racing. 

- “Jt is remarkable,’’ said an old follower 
of the trotters in conversation with some 
friends the other day, *‘ how a large per- 
centage of the big races every season, when

tle is ended, are won by horses that at some 
stage or other of the game seemed to have 
no chance of victory. | 

* Take this season for an example. There 
was the big $10,000 stake for 2:12 trotters at 
the Providence meeting.

BRODRICK’S TALK 


AMUSES BRITAIN, 


Hands of Government and 
Tariff Law May Result. 


: 1902: By the New York Tribuné.)

LONDON, Nov. 15.—Brodrick’s speech at 
Dewsbury supplies the only touch of humor 


in a dull week of ecclesiastical politics. It

wiously explained to the colonial premiers,

Navy Gloats Over Speech. 
Instead of supporting the admiralty the- 
ory that the navy must be strong enough 
/to take the offensive in any war with one 
or more maritime powers, he contended that

porarily, and since the resources of the fleet 
weré uncertain the only! safeguard was a 
large, powerful army for home defense. 
The facility with which the admiralty 


could convert this argument into an urgent 


plea for strengthening the navy at high cost 
made this passége humorous.

See Need of Thorough Reform. 
The rough judgment of many in the street

It will cost two persons, with two 
servants, $3,000 in‘ traveling expenses alone. - 
The cost of the stay of visitors at Delhi 
cannot be estimated fully.’ The hotels there 
aré already charging eight times their usual 
tariff, and the available houses of the town. 
have all been quickly hired at from $30,000 to 
$45,000 apiece. 

Indian Princes Are Lavish. 
Thé Indian princes are sparing no expense 
in taking steps to return the ‘hospitality 
which was extended’ to them in Engiand at 
the time of the coronation. Owing to the 
scarcity éf houses some rude huts have been 
built among the camps, and, though they 
will only contain fireplaces and a few sim- 
ple comforts, extravagant prices are de- 
manded for them. They will be of three 
classes. The first will cost $100 daily for 
board and lodging for each person, and $100 
will be charged daily for carriage hire Some 
of the travelers are taking their own car-

Some idea as to the enormous increase in 
taxes may be gathered from the writer's 
personal experience. A oertain tax which 
six years ago amounted to $24 is today $140. 
Formerly the cleaning of the ash boxes was 
done by.the city free of charge; t y itis 
at each citizen’sexpense. Taxes upon horses 
and carriages are so great that more than 
half the people who used to keep them have 
closed their stables. ° 

The latest tax is that upon pigeons. This 
is based, the government says, upon the dis- 
covery of the enormous number of carrier 
pigeons used to transport correspondence, 
not only in France but between France and 
foreign countries. This, the government 
declares, hurts the postal service, and con- 
stitutes a danger in time of war. So with a 
view to destroying so dangerous a rival to 
the postal service, the pigeons used for letter 
carrying are all to be heavily taxed.

Surprising they are able to perform. On each 

ally sheet, réference being had only to the can- 
@idates of the two great parties, there are about 
(15,000 marks to be made and interpreted. The 
iwotes have to be counted and tabulated in legal 
'gorm and the returns certified to, and all this 
iin a continuous session of the judges. Not in- 
‘frequently the judges, having worked all the day, 
are obliged to work all the succeeding night. Sev- 
‘eral sets of precinct judges at the late election 
were in session nearly the whole night. 


the election judges are ‘hard 
‘wrorked men. Yet it is proposed to add 
four hours to their work by keeping the polls 
open until 8 o'clock, so that it will be im- 
“possible for them to enter on the exhaust- 
‘ing labors they have to perform until four 
hours later than at present. It is proposed 
that the judges and clerks shall sit, in the | 
polling places for fourteen hours, and after 
having done more than a full day’s work 
and being pretty nearly.tired out shall beg’n 
the toilsonmre Musiness of going through a 
pile of blanket ballots, many of which have 
badly scratched. 
| ‘When would the election officers be likely 
to get through and what dependence could 
‘tbe put on the footings of sleepy, wearied 
aoen? In the course of the canvass of the 
“peturns now going on before the election 
board numerous errors, most of them trivial, 
end ali of them evidently unintentional, 
haye come to light. The number of errors 


and clerks had t@ begin the count four hours 
later than they donow. In precdncts where 
there was a full vote and much scratching 
the judges inevitably would make so many 
mistakes that a recount of the ballots would 
be necessary’to find out the correct result. 
The temptation to commit fraud would be 


| greater, because in the event of discovery 
it would be difficult to prove that the fraud | 


was not the innocent blunder of a fagged

The polis are open long enough now to en- 
able every man who wishes to vote to do so. 
There is no reason why the polls should be 
kept open longer. There are many con- 
vincing reasons why they should not be. 


HOSTILITY OF CORPORATIONS TO A 
NEW CONSTITUTION. 

The friends of constitutional revision have 
two serious obstacles to contend with. One 
is the covert opposition of the great corpora- 
tions. The other is the indifference of peo- 
ple outside Cook county, who are not incon- ) 
venienced by the provisions of the organic 
law as Chicago men are. The constitution 
pinches the farmers nowhere, as far as they 
can see, and their natural inclination is to 
let it alone. ; 

The corporations had no hand in the fram- 
ing of the constitution of 1870. Many which 
are powerful now were only “ infant indus~ 
tries’ then. Others did not exist. There 
were no electric lighting companies, no 
“title and trust” companies thirty-two 
years ago. Indeed, the determination of the 
farmers to control one class of corporations 
—the railroads—had much to do with the 
convening of the last constitutional conven- 

Yet it has come to pass that corporations 
are opposed ¢o the revision of an instrument 
whose framers did not meet specially to con- 
serve their interests. This is because theo- 
ries as to taxation have undergone a change. 
It is admitted now that in communities 
| which are not purely agricultural state and 
local taxation should be divorced. It is ad- 
mitted, also, that public service corporations 
shopld be taxed more heavily than they 
have been. The Illinois constitution em- 
bodies old theories as to taxation which the 
corporations approve of, because they mean 
a lower rate of taxation. Without constitu- 


not be disunited here, and the great corpora- 
tions of Illinois, unlike those of New York, 
cannot be required to pay their proper share 
of the taxes. » 

The corporations will leave nothing un- . 
| done to block constitutional revision. Their 
influence in the legislature is great because 
of the fellow feeling which animates cor- 
porations large and small.. When the lake 
front bill was passed in 1869 the Illinois 
Central, Michigan Central, and Burlington 
were the only beneficiaries, but the repre-' 
sentatives in the legislature of every rail- 
road voted for the bill. A “community of 
interest” feeling unites the.small traction 
companies, gas companies, and electric light 
companies of the country towns and villages 
with the large corporations of thecity. The. 
latter are the useful allies of the former ip. 
a legislature. . 

Not until the countrymen are aroused 
from their apathy by being.made tosee that 
the new systems of taxation, which cannot 
be secured except by constitutional revision, 
will be of direet benefit to them will the 
power of the corporations in the legislature 
be broken, When the farmers understand 
that a new constitution will free them from 
the ‘state tax they will Be a unit for a con- 
stitutional convention. 

The state tax is the one over which the 
farmer has the least control and which frets 
him the most. He and his neighbors regu- 
late town and school taxes to suit them- 
selves. The men who fix county taxes meet 
near at hand at the county seat, and can be 
called to a speedy account. The men who 
fix state taxes meet at Springfield, and a 
close. watch” cannot be kept on thgir doings. 

Nothing has so gratified the New York 
farmers as their recent liberation from the 
state tax. The reyenues of the state have 
,not been decreased, because the corporations 
pay larger taxes than before. Last year 
Illinois, exclusive of Cook county, paid state. 
taxes to the amount of $3,000,000. Not one 
cent of that sum would have had to be paid 
if state and local taxation were separated 
and the great corporations were taxed on a 
proper basis. If the Illinois farmers wish to 
save about $2,000,000 a year and to be free’ 
to determine the sum total of their taxes 
without legislative interference they wil] 
eall for a constitutional cegnvention as loudly 
as they did in 1869, when excessive railroad 
taxation angered them. | 

The friends of constitutiona] revision need

If the secretary of state, does 
not hesitate to break’ the Jaw in one in- 
stance he may not hesitate to break it in 
another. It can be conceived that serious 
consequences might follow the suppression 
of news of this kind. If the object of in- 
corporation is praiseworthy publicity should 
be desired by the corporators. If the ob-

The secretary of state is a servatt of the 
public and of the laws. He has no dis- 
eretionary power to suspend the laws, It 
is not for him to say that a law shall be 
observed in one instance and disregarded in 
another.

‘DO WE NEED A NEW “AMERICA”! 

~ The time, Dec. 1, when the Rhode Island 
Society of the Cincinnati will award its 
prize for the most suitable tune to be sub- 
stituted for that of “‘ America,” will soon 
be here. Patriotic as the proposal of this 
society is, and laudable as is its desire 
to secure “a really, truly’ American tune 
for one of the American national anthems, 
‘it is not possible to feel more than a lan- 
guid“kind of curiosity in the decisidn. No 
doubt there will be plenty of tunes niore or 
less original and plenty of verses to take 
the place of Sambel Francis Smith's verses, 
which, by the way, are not half so inspiring 
as those of his well known hymn, “ The 
Morning Light Is Breaking.” ced 
_ But when all is said and done, when the 
society’s judges have waded through reams 
of tunes and rafts of verses and hit upon 
what seems to their wearied senses the best, 
what then? The people generally will stick 
to the old tune because it is easy and they 
know jt, and they will still cling to the 
hymn, “My Country, ’Tis of Thee,” be- 
cause it is simple enough to meet the ca- 
pacities of the smallest child and dignified 
enough to satisfy the oldest man or woman. 
The patriotic plea that we should have an 
American and not a British tuné has no 
foundation, since’ the British stole the tune 
from the Germans, and the Germans found, 
it somewhere in the mists of antiquity. Be- 
sides, if patriotic in. one, why not in all? 
The tune to which we try to sing the “ Star 
Spangled Banner ” was sung in England be- 
fore there was such a banner, in praise of 
“ Anacreon in Heaven. “ Yankee Doodle” 


It maybe shocking to the Beethoven

GREEK AND LATIN IN DANGER. . 

The congregation of the university of Ox- 
ford, England, by a vote of 189 to 166 has 
decided to retain Greek as a compulsory 
study. This, large minority, representing 
an influential element, fought hard for the 
proposition to substitute German or French 
for Greek, with the view of making the 
curriculum 
the growth of the modern studies, which, it 
was said, have been neglected in favor of the 
ancient studies. An additional interest was 
given the disqusion by articles in the London 
Times, which favored the dropping of Greek 
upon the ground that it would bring educa- 
tion in England into harmony with the trend 
of modern thought. 

The advocates of the “ old lea ” in 
Oxford have won the battle, but the small- 
ness of their majority and the enthusiasm 
which characterizes the agitation not only 
}in that ancient seat of learning but all over 
England, alike in universities and prepara- 
tory schools, bode ill for the classics, . If 
Greek had been abolished Latin would have 
been t-.¢ only classic left, for Hebrew jong 
ago was relegated to the specialists, But 


Prof. Postgate, who for years has been 
a member of the moderp languages-board 
at Cambridge university, rushes to its de- 
fense in the current huniber of the Fort- 
nightly Review. He frankly céncedes, while 
admitting the usefulness of French and 
German, that the classics‘are in danger, 
that “if they fall they fall like Lucifer,” 
and that they will not be allowed the lion’s 
share which has been theirs in the past, 
The London Saturday Review also makes

1 The struggle between the old and the new 
is all the more desperate because it is recog- 
nized that there can be no renaissance if the 
new wins. It is a struggle of deep interest 
and much importance. The advantages of 
the study of Greek and Latin are of no 
ordinary kind, and ugually these are con- 
ceded, both from the standpoint of mental 
discipline and scholarly training as well as 
from the aid they give in acquiring other 
languages, but against these advantages 
stands the objection that the time and labor 
bestowed upon the dead languages in these 
practical, progressive, commercial days are 
not profitable in results.

This is what Pope thought. At leastitis 
what he made Bloisa think in her famous 
epistle to Abelard. It is a pretty notion. 
Think of the banished lover before letters 
were invented! He sat sighing on the bank 
of an Arcadian stream under branches of 
myrtle. He knew no way of reaching his 
lady except by thought.’ But if letters had 
not been invented neither had telepathy. In 
this emergency down comes St, Cadmus and 
teaches the banished lover how to acquaint 
his lady with his state of mind by sending 
her a piece of bark covered with significant 
lines, curves, and crosses... The first, prima- 
ry, original, archetypal letter was, therefore, 
a billet doux. All honor to St. Cadmus and 
to those other pagan saints equally great in 
the calendar, St. Aphrodite and St. Eros. If 
Pope regards them as “heayen,” they 
should have their proper toll of candles and 
incense. 

But how the gifts of heaven are abused! 
The readers of Tus Trisune have been 
given an opportunity lately to Show the pub- 
lie the way in which they think the heavenly 
gift of letters ought to be exercised, The 
“ Letters to a Bachelor ” made it clear that 
love letters are interesting to two classes of 
persens for two widely different reasons, 
First, they are interesting tothe persons to 
whom they are addressed. This for reasons 
that.are obvious. Second, they are interest- 
ing to everybody.else. This because the , 

in the warm bay window likes to look 
at the man without an umbrella getting wet 
outside. Of all the laughable things that 
love: makes men do, literary exertion is 
notoriously the most.excruciating. The av- 
erage man or. woman writing a love letter 
giveS the third party reader a chance to 
gloat over a delirium from which he himself 
has suffered and to comfort himself with 
the reflection that, after all, he is no feebler 
minded than his neighbors. 4 

It is a matter for psychological investiga- 
tion, however, that although the love letter 
has been cultivated as a branch of literature 
for many centuries it has so seldom been 
‘cultivated with success. As schoolboys we 
read Ovid’s “ Heroides”’ and sympathize {| 
with Penelope and Ariadne in their remon- 
strances with Ulysses and Theseus. As men 
we read “An Englishwoman’s Love Let- 
ters’ and, perhaps, sympathize even more 
deeply——with sympathy of a Wifferent kind. 
Between Ovid and the English woman scores 
of other literary people have attempted to 
raise the billet doux to a form of art. In 
verse they have been more successful than 
in prose, perhaps because verse, being more” 
artificial, the artificial character of the en- 
terprise is better fitted. The prose love letter, 
however, deals with a subject of so secret 
an interest that, except in a play or a’novel, 
where it carries on the action, publicity 
seems to blight it. It remains interesting 
ag a tour dé force or stunt. It ceases to be 
quite satisfactory as a literary performance. 
The really great love letters are those like 
Mr. and Mrs. Browning’s, on which sacri- 
lege has laid its hands. Such letters, how- 
ever, cannot be considered as literary per- 
formances, because they were not written 
for publication. The good love letter is writ- 
ten for a public consisting of one person. 
Love letters which are written for the read- 
ing world are either so realistic that they 
seem to be maudlin or so idealistic that they 
seem to be unnatural. The writer who can

REGULATING THE BABY. FARMS. 
' Ald. Butterworth’s “ public nursery ” or- 
dinance is intended to regulate “ places 
where infants are received or retained for 
‘hire or reward while under the age of 3 years 
for nursing and maintaining apart from 
their parents for a Jonger period than twenty- 
four hours.” Without going into the details 
of regulation—a task for which special know]- 
edge would be necessary—one can be quite 
safe in saying that some kind of regulation 
for public nurseries is desirable. Ifall baby 
farmers were like little Buttercup they | 
might be left largely to their own devices. 
Even little Buttercup, though, made one 
serious blunder, ang her fellow tradeswom- 
en, being less conscientious, probably make 
more, | 
The number of baby farms in Chicago 
is difficult to determine. There is a secrecy 
about the operation of them which is not 
reassuring. Now and then the bureau of 
| charities runs across a little information on 
the subject, and it has learned enough to 
feel convinced that the municipality ought 
to exercise a most diligent supervision over 
all places in which young children are cared 
for. A baby farm is certainly as much of 
a quasi-public institution as a school or a 
hospital. It ought not to be allowed to go 
without inspection. | 
Naturally the regulation.of baby farms 
will fall to the health department. That 
department has already complained about 
the numerousness and complexity of its 
duties.. It is unable, for instance, to regu- 
| late the sanitary condition of sweatshops 
in the way in which by law it issupposed to. 
— the council will find it possible some 
ay to give the health department a larger 
force of inspectors. Meanwhile, however, 
the fact remains that the baby farms de- 
mand attention. How that attention can be 
secured the council will] have to decide. It 
would certainly seem ridiculous if, a city 
like Chicago should have to plead joverty 
as an excuse for the neglect of an obvious

The answer is that the American army was little better than a: body of 
armed citizens controlled by intelligent officers, who, capable as they were, 
could hardly be expected to take their profession: seriously, as long aS pub- 
lic opinion scemed to maintain that an army did not require organization 
and training, but could spring into being at the mere behest of a president 
in any national emergency. 

Subordination is never easy to the average American, in whatever ca- 
pacity; but he conquered, he was obliged to conquer, his natural intracta- 


bility at the time of the civil war, at whose beginning instatices of fan- © 


tastic insubordination of men to their officers abounded. They had known 
their officers in private life, many of them were their social inferiors; their 
superior military knowledge was suspected; was it surprising that their 
commands were frequently disobeyed ?—that on a march, in a campaign, it 
was a case of the blind following the blind?. 

But the American volunteers did master their lesson, drastic penalties 
did their work, and the amateur soldier did at length acquire discipline.

first stage of this unique education 
the psychologist terms the “ sensation 
stage.” As early in life as possible, he 
teaches the babies to discriminate between 
each recognizable difference of color and 
sound, each pleasurable and healthful taste 


and smell, between differences in touch, tem-| 
perature, and muscular sensation. 


_ Wor training the color discrimination the 
professor uses at first a simple color wheel. 
For more advanced training he has devised 
@ dark chamber, in which is hung a white 
screen. Upon this screen he throws three 
solar spectra. Then with a card the in- 
structor covers all except one color in each 
spéctrum—say red. In one a dark red is 
shown, in another ae lighter shade, and in the 
third another. The child is taught to dis- 
criminate between the different shades thus

Over 2,000,000 recognizable color differences 
can be shown. By mingling white with each

Just as the savages carefully remove every 
bit of hair from their faces, either by shav- 
ing or by pulling the hairs out by their 
Toots, the civilised nations in nearly all 
epochs of civilization considered ft the prop- 
er thing to be beardiess. The ancient Egyp- 
tians, Greeks, and Romans looked with con- 
tempt upon the barbarians, who allowed 
their hair and beards to grow unrestrained 
and believed that only a perfectly smooth 
face was proper and dignified for an educated 
man. Only in rare cases an Egyptian would 
allow two tufts df hair to grow on his chin, 
and the Greeks and Romans were so rad- 
ical in their ideas on the subject that they 
even had their eyebrows shaved off, con- 
sidering them superfluous and contrary to 
their ideas of beauty. The Egyptians re- 
moved the hair from their faces with the 
same primitive stone knives which the Kaf- 
firs of south Africa use to the present day. 
.The Greeks used sickle shaped knives, some-

they can discriminate smells and colors, the 
professor sali. He avoids all unpleasant 
sensations. He does the work only while 
each child is happy. 

One of the earliest lessons given each child 
is begun by placing upon the floor twenty 
green and twenty red boxes of the same size 
and shape. Into each of the red boxes is put 
a small bit of cake. The child will, after 
several repetitions, learn to open only the 
red boxes and thus nate between 


red and green. Lortg before a child can talk 
it can bé made to stick pennies through a 
crack or put blocks through a hole in the top 
of a box. Prof. Gates has constructed a 
box for what he calls “ image training.”’ The 
box has eight sliding lds with holes cut in 
sixty-eight different shapes—square, circu- 
lar, triangular, etc. Into each hole fits a 
block of the same shape. Wach child is given 
these scientific toys before he learns to talk. 
After playing with them some days he will 
look at the blocks, then at the holes, and will 
deliberately put the proper block into the 
proper hole. In other words, he has learned 
to discriminate between two geometric 
**images,”’ as the psychologist puts it. 

Another scientific toy played with by these 
children consists of a target about whose 
concentric rings are arranged pégs, one peg 
being placed in the bull’s eye. The game is 
to make the best average in throwing wooden 
rings at the pegs and hanging them there- 
upon. The professor has tested the chil- 
dren's skill under different conditions of 
hunger, fatigue, cold, etc. The statistics col- 
lected show that the best results are made 
under complete rest in the morning, after a 
good night’s sleep. Each hour’s muscular 
labor beforehand diminishes skill. Ceffee, 
tea, excessive cold, and excessive heat also 
reduce accuracy. When a reward or. prize 
is offered most of the child's energy appears 
to be used up in his “ desire effort,”’ with the 
result that less skill is shown. 


Taught Speech with Phonograph. 
‘The youngest child is being taught to talk 
by ald of the phonograph. The father gives 
it sentences to be spoken into the instrument. 
it afterward listens to its own voice and is 
required to repeat each sentence into another 
phonograph, correcting deficiencies as it 
progresses. The father listens through one 
pair of tubes while the child's ears aie at- 
tached to another. 

In a little building adjacent to the psycho!- 
ogist’s laboratory is the kindergarten of the 
esta t. Here, tn a well lighted room, 
several little ones work amid growing plants. 

“I am beginning to adapt my methods to 
existing educational systems,” explained the 
teacher of the city public schools to teach 
my .oldest child,.and by practice and mutual 
modifications will try to adopt the two sys- 
tems. You see that-my child has the com- 
panionship here of others of his own age. I 
eliminate from the kindergarten methods 
myth and fairy tale and the teaching of any 
religious or denominational system. In short, 
my object fs to introduce into the Froebelian 
play system more of the simple elements of 
the natural sciences and of my own methods 
of training.”

WAS a member of one of the first regi- 
ments. of United States infantry to ar- 
rive in the Philippines at the beginning 
of the pino war, and since that time 
have been in the country engaged in com- 

Mercial pursuits. I have had a good chance” 
t0 observe conditions in general from Manila 
to Zamboanago, and I can say that with the 
development of business there has sprung 
up a demand for shorthand writers that is 
estonishing. Since the muster out of my 
regiment I have been associated with busi- 
ness interests calling for shorthand men and 
have not been able to secure the services 
of these men. They are everywhere wanted, 
and at such good salaries that the common, 


* every day merchant cannot afford to have 


one in his employ. 

Stenography has gotten to -be one of the 
established business customs of thecountry, 
as might be expected under American rule, 
with the. result that the various depart- 
ments of the army, public administration, 
and business draws heavily upon the limited 
corpse here.

It is quite an honor to be a clerk in head- 
quarters, where you associate with the 
upper crust of the regiment and fare better, | 
but oftentimes these men who are gifted | 
With the ability to write well, who are edu- 
eated, or who are capable of doing shorthand 
and typewriting. prefer to be with their com- 
panies. But he has no choice and the man 
must obey. He gets no more pay. The gov- 
ernment therefore secures a good stenog- 
rapher at a private’s pay, $15.60 a month. 
There is no allowance for stenographers in 


the army, except as clerk hire for special 


work in the offices of general headquarters, 
in quartermasters’ departments, in commis- 
saries, and the like, in which case clerks can 
De engaged at stated prices, and if these men 
understand shorthand they are valuable to 
the service. 


In Commercial Lines. 


But it is in legitimate lines of business that 
the shorthand writer with his typewriting 

achine can do the most flourishing and 
Profitable work in these tslands. Banks, 
Dusiness. houses, commercial institutions, 
Shipping trades, and business in general re- 
quire the services of experts in this line. 
Aithough one may find almost every sort of 
Nabor liberally represented in Manile, Zam- 
ibeonago, Iloilo, Cottobatto, Jolo, and other 
of the important places in the islands, he 
weldom finds a stenographer open for en- 
‘gagement. ._Everywhere you meet with busi- 
imess men and civil authorities who inquire 
(if you know where there is a shorthand 
writer with a typewriting outfit available at 
reasonable wages 
, The establishment of civil government in 
Anany cities and towns of the archipelago has 
opened a cali for shorthand men. These mu- 
nicipal governments are ostensibly in con- 
itrol exclusively of the native element. But 
‘the American army officers have an eye on 
Rl proceedings and see that the right thing 
Ge done in all elections and managements uf 
‘affairs. The commanding officer of the dis- 
‘trict, although he seldom interferes, has his 
representatives present at elections and has 
his agonts examine the footings of the books 
“arrying the accounts of the towns financial 
,conditions each month. In many of these 
‘Offices the American stenographer can be 
found, getting good pay for taking through 
an interpreter the dictation of the native 
head of the new civil government. This 
saves a translation, which is costly. 


Know Spanish and Bisayan. 

Some of these men who have been dis-. 
charged from the military service because of 
¢xpiration of their time, and who were edu- 

cated in.shorthand, have sufficiently mas- 
itered Spanish and the Bisayan, and occasion- 
ally the Tagalog languages to receive dicta- 
tions in all. I have not as yet found any 
American capable of handling the fanatical 
‘Moro tengue. These specially qualified men 
derive good incomes from their knowledge 
after business hours by writing letters for 
native business men. 

As to pay, if you happen to be soldiering ‘n 
the army and ygur valuable knowledge is de- 
tected, you merely get the glad hand of your. 
sommanding officer, as he greets you with a 
smile in his office and assigns you to a little 
table and machine and informs you of your 
future duty, for you are “ discovered.”’

Leading Woman 
In a Night. 


RANCES BELMONT, the leading 
woman in Charles Frohman’s produc- 
tion of “*The Message from Mars,” has 
a distinction which no other leading

HE latest is the “ laughter cure,” which 
has the merit of befng rational! if noth- 
ing else, for from time immemorial the 
effect of a good hearty laugh has been 
regarded as a healthy tonic for the 


pressed. 

Like other cures, the “ laughter cure” is 
not by any means new, but that fact does not 
deteriorate its therapeutic value, for, 
all, what is? Two thousand years ago Hip: 
pocrates, the wise old father of medicine, 
one of his works, stated his belief in the value 
of laughter in counteracting disease. He also 
tells ‘us that he was a firm believer in fhe 
beneficial effect of merriment at meal time, 
as an aid to digestion. 

Another ancient physician recommended a 
good laugh as a powerful means of ‘* degopi- 
lating the spleen,’’ whatever that may mean; 
while a third writes of laughter as *‘ a mighty 
stimulant to the liver and a Mfter-up pf the 
heart.’’ Coming to more recent times, Fous- 
sagrives believed mirth to be the most pow- 
erful lever of health, while Tissot c to 
have cured scrofulous children ve tickling 
them and making them laugh. 

Every one knows the value and silescuaie of 
keeping the sick in good spirits and a cheer- 
ful frame of mind. Who has not heard of the 
man suffering from quinsy.and the antics of 
the doctor with a batter pudding, which 
caused the patient such infinitéd amusement 
that he was cured on the spot? A similar 
story is vouched for by De Monteux, who 
relates the strange case of a gentleman who 
got rid of an intermittent fever after wit- 
ness! a performance of ‘“*Le Mariage de 
Figaro,” at which he had fairly roared with 
laughter. The old prov % h and 
grow fat,”’ had some foundation

The latest advocate of 
is a well known Italidn who a 
short time ago brought the subject before the 
Medico Chirurgical society of Bologna, and 
related his experiences of the remedy. The 
doctor stated that he had used the laughter 
treatment in five ue of bronch¥tis and 
other affections which there was 
morbid product hy he bronchial tubes,” 

He based his ¢ ments on the fact that 
laughter is manifésted chiefly in certain con- 
vulsive and partly involuntary actions of the 
muscies of respiration, by means of which 
the air being expelled from the chest in a 
series of jerks produces a succession of 
short ‘abrupt sounds. He therefore con- 
tended that a good laugh helped the expul- 
sion of the secretion of the bronchial tubes, 

and produced’ a state of physical and moral 
being. . é 

He admitted that there might be sometimes 
a difficulty in applying the treatment, as 
susceptibility to cachinnation varied accord- 
Ing to age, temperament, education, and 
social position. The practitioner must thefe- 
fore always bear in mind these varied con- 
ditions in selecting the kind of joke suited 
to the patient he is about to treat. For in- 
stance, the story likely to tickle the aristo- 
cratic ¢ar of a society dame would scarcely 
be calculated to induce mirth in a lady hold- 
ing advanced views on women’s rights. 

Applying Remedy to Women, 
‘The question of sex also needs due con- 
sideration. Women are said (by men) to be 
generally deficient in the sense of humor, 
though curiously enough they do not know 
it. Therefore, the method of applying the 
remedy to the fair sex also requires judicious 
and profound thought. . 

, Care must also be taken lest the remedy 
be too severe, as in a case related by Ratkin. 
in which a young lady was once induced to 
daugh immoderately and continued laughing 
for four months. In the end she’was cure 
by hypnotic suggestion, which one: wou 
think must have proved a relet. to. her 
friends. 

The question of race is another factor to 
take into account, for it is well known that 
some races—notably the Latin—require some- 
thing more highly seasoned in the way of 
jokes. to cause mirth than the more stolid 
and phiegmatic Anglo-Gaxon. Im the case 
of the Scots, who, judging by their capacity 
for absorbing jokish matter, according to 
tradition are credited with an abnormal! de- 
velopment of the cranium, the services of a 
surgeon may be necessary in conjunction 
with the ordinary practitioner when the 
laughter cure is applied, as this raceis stated 
to be immune against the jape or jest with- 
out the former’s aid. 

Won’t Cure All Diseases. 

Again, the choice of a fit and suitable per- 
son to administer the cure is a matter for 
serious consideration, as ‘it is obviously a 
matter in which high scientific attainments 
and clinical experience do not count. In 
some cases it will probably be found that an 
ordinary person may prove more successful 
than the most learned medico. 

The Italian exponent of the “ laughter 
cure ’’ warns wou:d-be practitioners that the 
treatment is not suitable for all diseases, 
and that it should not be tried on patients 
suffering from heart affections, pleurisy, and 
peritonitis. On the other hand, in chest com- 
plaints such as bronchitis, in nephritis, 
scurvy, neurosis, abscess in the pharynx, 
colic, jaundice, melancholia, and genera! de- 
pression, favorable results generally follow 
a course of the treatment. He claims that 
it promotes respiration and may supervene 
with a wholesale revulsive action after a 
state of fear, during which there has been 
deficient respiratory movement, together 
with a tendency to vaso-constriction. 

Thus we may yet hear of a cou of * Mr. 
Boggs and Archie,”’ or a tickling under the 
fifth rib being prescribed by physicians who 
have been converted to a belief in the use 
and value of the “ laughter cure.”

Under the white dome a wooden ceiling, 
gilt in the hollows of the carving, has taken 
the place of an earlier ceiling of massive 
silver, worth seventy lacs of rupees, which 
was carried off by the conquerors after 
some long ago seizure of the city. Inside, 
by way of walls, are carvings in marble of 
twisted lilies, inconceivably graceful and 
light.

was that observed in classic statues, 
one shoulder swathed in marvelous folds, the 
other side of the torso, including the arm, 
bare but for numerous gold rings. On their 
heads they wore turbans of shining metal 
and in their ears diamiotds of which a fash- 
ionable Paris demimondaine might be proud, 
while their scant clothing and their bodies 
exhaled the perfayee of rose water and aro- 
matic herbs. . 

Their instruments werd a sort of pb 
mandolin or guitar, the crooked neck of 
which was decorated with the head of some 
curious monster. Each of these guitars was 
intended to produce a single tune only, a 
tune widely different from, but in harmony 
with, the rest. These instruments have co- 
lossal sounding boards, while balloonshaped 
wind bags not unlike fruits dangling on long 
stems tend to emphasize the tune. 

By her ladyship’s order several of these 
guitars were turned over to me for examina- 
tion. They are the rarest of oriental bric-a- 
brac, hundreds, or, perhaps, a thousand, 
years old. Their value is inestimable. The 
bodies are gilded, incrusted with ivory, prec- 
ious metal, and stones, and have medallions 
painted by great artists. Moreover, they are 
capable of producing tunes of indescribable 
euphony, mysterious in ealiber, melodies no 
white man’s ear ever heard outside of en- 
chanted India. 

Her ladyship smiled and the musicians 
smiled back and the concert was on. Some 
of the players seemed to caress their man- 
dolins with their fingers, others used the bow, 
but, O, so leisurely. Three or four touched 
the strings with a piece of mother of pearl, 
again others let an egg of ebony roll over 
them. Our own great masters of composi- 


, stone that is turned to amber, as Prince a dreadful racket. I was prepared for the 


worst, for I saw twenty-five musicians, each 
armed. with an instrument as big as a bass 
viol, — e hall was steeped in shadows, but 
its great portals stood open, disclosing the 
vestibule, full of the glorious light of the 
setting sun. 

This light gilded the red turbans of a com- 
pany of native soldiers, and reflected in the 
gorgeous headdresses of troops of singers 
and comedians in attendance there. There 
was a band of tamtam players, too, but as 
Lady Curzon kindly whispered to me, they 
would not be overloud, besides, each instru- 
ment was tuned in a particular key. 


Unique but Wonderful Music. 


It was 5 now and the concert was on, ac- 
cording to the program, which gave the 
names of all the chief musicians, melodious 
names of a dozen syllables or so. The con- 
cert was on, but I listened in vain. At last 
there was a sound, a high note, long drawn 
out,remindful of the prelude to “Lohengrin.” 
It gradually increased in volume, develop- 
ing into a rhythmic murmur, as soft, as 
geritle as the singing of a dragon fly or the 
buzzing of an insect imprisoned in the hol- 
low of one’s hand. 

One of the musicians had an infinitesimal 
bit of alilver in h@® ‘mouth, and when he 
rubbed his cheek produced a sound resem- 
bling a babbling brook. 

I noted, in particular, one guitar which 
seemed to be the most curious and compli- 
eated of them all. -Its player affected a 
frightened air and touched it only now and 
then, when he produced the mellowed cry 
of a far off owl. Another native beat the 
strings with a piece of steel or other metal, 
and I thought I heard the breakers thunder- 
ing against a.rocky coast. 

Beat of drums now, so tender that my 
ear despaired of catching the tune, executed 
on the edge of a tamtam with the finger tips. 

Suddenly, without any warning, a furioso 
lasting less than two seconds, perhaps, all 
the lute strings vibrating, echoed by tam- 
tam resonance that sounded like the heavy 
tread of elephants over hollow ground, or 
the dull noise of a subterranean river mak- 
ing its way to the earth’s belly. After two 
seconds the former musical silence ensued 
again.

With intermezzos of melodious harmoniés, 
when all played together, each guitar was 
heard in solos tinged with melancholy. For 
the native hearers this meant moments of 
mysterious delight, of inexplicable trans- 
port.

I took it to be the expression of the 
nervous longings of a people, separated from 
us by a stagnant culture, but, on the whole, 
mot unlike ourselves. Our gypsies indulge 
in simMar musical phraseology, only that

have been saved had Mary yielded to Fla- 
vius. Do you so regard it?’ 

‘Had I so regarded it 1 would not have 
used the play,”’ was the quick reply. “It 
seems to me, however, that the criticism is 
based on a hasty ands l examination 
of the drama. I believe, as I said before, 
that Heyse wished to show in his work the 
purifying and redeeming of a fallen soul. He 
chose Mary as the typical lost creature, and 
in order to make clear that her redemption 
was absolute he wished to submit her to the 
most terrific test that he could conceive. I 
can easily picture him studying out what 
this should be. I can imagine him con- 
templdting all that seemed possible and re- 
jecting them one by one. At last he finds 
the one that is supreme—Mary shall be made 
to believe that by a sacrifice on her part she 
can save the life of him who had purified and 
redeemed her. This test the dramatist used, 
for it was the most tremendous to which the 
Magdalene could possibly be submitted.

“ Far from this situation having in it any 
thing repugnant or sacrilegious, it seems to 
me to reveal with exceptional strength how 
irresistible, how supreme, how absolute was 
the power the Christ exerted over the sinnér 
who was fallen but who had been redeemed.

If they do not sell Chicago artists’ work it is 
because there is no great demand for it.. 
They are in business not primarily to en- 
courage native art ‘nor for philanthropic 
purposes, but to make a living. They have 
to buy and exhibit such pictures as they can 
sell at a profit in order to pay their rent and 
other expenses.. They do, however, often 
exhibit the pictures of Chicago artists, but 
do not so often dispose of them. Théy can- 
not, they say, afford to give much room and 
light and time to a display of pictures that 
they are not likely to sell. They would soon 
be bankrupt. Nevertheless they not infre- 
quentiy.do.it for any painters who they be- 
lieve have merit or promise. But it is a 
speculative affair, and may not yield a cent. 
On more than one such occasion customers 
having seén a picture they wanted have gone 
to the artist and bought it for half or even 
one*third the price the dealer was author- 
ized to put on it, thus depriving him of his 
commission ‘and all other remuneration for 
the trouble and expense he had been at in 
exhibiting the artis. pictures. The artists 
even sell them at auction for such prices as 
they can get. 
“The artists,” said Mr. Roullier, “ have 
an outlet anyhow in the Art institute. Tney 
exhibit them there and the institute after- 
wards sells such as it can get customers for. 
The Art institute fs a mart institute, and sells 
pictures on commission just like other deal- . 
ers. Under such circumstances we can hard- 
ly be expected to go out of our way to try to- 
sell pictuzes that do not sell as readily as 
‘others. Picture buyers in this country nat- 
urally prefer the trade mark wf a foreign 


artist, who has grown up in an atmosphere — 


of art and has won a name and honors ina 
sever competition. The buyer feels more 
assured that he got a picture whose merits 
are’not likely to be disputed and of whose 
value on that account he is more certain.

“The art dealers have the same complaint ' 


to make of the Chicago picture buyers that 
the artists have,” said Mr. Thurber. ‘ They 
do not buy of us in many cases, but prefer 
the taste and judgment. of dealers else- 
where. When a Chicagoan has money to 
spend for pictures, the first thought with 
many is to go abroad, where they fancy 
they can buy masterpieces for'a mere trifle.

; and grimy, a station crowded with 
waiting passengers, and outside of it all a 
neighborhood more or less dingy and dirty 
and disreputable. 
These expectations hold good with refer- 
ence to some of the great stations ™m Chicago, 
but on many of the lines leading into these 
termini, there are some suburban stations 
that appeal not only to the visitor’s sense of 
the useful, but to his sense of the esthetic 
and the beautiful. To the north, south, and 
west are these little suburban stations, built 
after the best lines of architecture, toned to 
please the eyé, and inside furnished in a 
manner not to be credited to the original 
idea of what a railway “‘depot”’ ought to be. 
Kenilworth, on the line of the Northwest- 
ern, has been regarded as one of the most 
representative of the new idea in the vicinity 
of Chicago. Not only is it a tasteful shelter 
for the passenger who stops in it, but it 
serves as the postoffice for the town, housing 
the business office of the United States gov- 
ernment in that village in the handiest 
manner possible. The building is of stone 


and, considering the grass plats and the 
curbings and the other park like effects of 
the station, the old engineer of twenty-five 
years ago might easily run by it without 
sounding even the whistle. 
Englewood has a suburban station which 
approaches the dignity of a union service. 
Three roads are accommodated there, and 
these leave to it a flatiron shape that is 
rather more necessary than artistic. The 
. station, however, has an air of being well 
kept, and, while it is of modest brick and 
stone, done in neutral tones, the building 
is an ornament to its neighborhood. 
Normal Park, on the Rock Island line, has 
one of the original stations that set the pace 
for the other roads. It has a neatness that 
its red bricks cannot keep from the eye, and 
in the air of cleanliness that enwraps it the 
whole village has a share and a pride. 
Eggleston, near by, has a station after the 
newest of patterns. Yellow bricks, with 
white trimmings, have come to be an ac- 
cepted color scheme on many lines, and in the 
Eggleston station the public has a good 
example of the attractive station. It is full 
of suggestion to road builders, and it is one 


‘ of the distinct refutations of the old idea 


that “a railroad always spoils the looks of

a town.” Speaking of the change that has 
come upon station builders in the last few 
years an old railroad manager said: 

“I think a railroad company that is up to 
date in its methods may prove the truth 
of the value of example about asconclisively 
as any corporation in the country. 

“You may have noticed that neatness 
about railway stations of late years has 
come to be almost the rule with first class 
roads. You may not have noticed just what 
effect this cleaning and brightening up has 
had don some of the surrounding nelghbor- 
hoods in some of those old, shabby towns in 
the backwoods. I have known little vil- 
lages in certain sections which did not have 
a single painted house in them. until the rail- 
road built a new station, painted it an at- 
tractive color, and made everything ship- 
shape around the company’s property. 
Within a week I have seen painting going on 
all over the village, and in such cases as 
ecould not afford paint, whitewash as a sub- 
etitute would break out over houses, barns, 
woodsheds, and fences until the founder of 
the place would not have recognized it. 

“When I think of it I am not at all ce 
tain that paint as an evangelizing agent 
may not class with faith, hope, and charity.”

The one particular feature of last week’s 
market was the extensive purchases in the 
‘Dusiness district south of Van Buren street 
by James A. Patten and Bingham Sons Man- 
ufacturing company. They involve the pur- 
chase of 663 feet of frontage on Sherman 
street between Van Buren and Polk streets 
at an aggregate cost of $625,000 and an ex- 


) nditure in the construction ‘of four build- 


of $775,000, making a total investment 
af $1,400,000. 
Mr. Patten, board of trade man and mayor 
of Evanston, purchased from fifteen owners 
423 feet of frontage for $425,000 and will ex- 
pend $575,000 in the construction of build- 
ings, while the Bingham company will ex- 
pend $200,000 in the construction. of two 
buildings. 
. The deal is one of the most important closed 
in several years, and is of decided signifi- 
cance, both as indicating the confidence of 
men like Mr. Patten in the future of Chicago 
‘Yealty and especially that district between 
‘Yan Buren and Polk streets. The deal, 
Which was negotiated by ‘Walter D. Oliver 
of George W. Cobb & Co., was complicated 
on account of the large amount of frontage 
and the numerous ownerships. . 
Among the most important holdings se 
oured by Mr. Patten were those extending 
from 66 to 74 Sherman street, 125x94 feet, for 
which about $150,000 was paid. It will beim- 
proved with a ten story building, plans for 
which are being prepared by Henry Ives 


The next tract embraces the frontage from 
100 to 108 Sherman street, being the south- 
west corner of Harrison street, 120x104 feet, 
for which approximately $150,000 was paid. 
It is the purpose to improve this with a ten 
story building to cost $150,000. 

Further south, from 114 to 130 Sherman 
street, 178x106 feet has been pure for 
$125,000. It wilt! be improved with two build- 
ings, one of which has been rented for a 
term of twenty-five years to one of .the 
leading concerns in the city. On the north 
556x106 feet an eight story building to cost 
$70,000 will be erected. 

To the south of an intervening space of 
fifteen feet a seven story building will be 
@rected, which has already been rented to the 
Henry O. Shepard company and the Inland 
Printer company for a period of twenty-five 
years on the basis of about $17,000 a year. 

The purchase of the Bingham company 
extends from 134 to 152, embracing 240x106 
feet.

OCTOBER BUILDING SHOWING. 


Reports from Twenty-four of the Prin- 
cipal Cities Is Good—Figures 


* 


Bullding operations in twenty-four,of the 
principal cities of the country for October 
make an exceptionally good showing, yet the 
totals of cost show a decrease as compared 
with the corresponding month a year ago. 
According to special reports to Construction 
ews permits were granted during the 
ymonth just closed in twenty-four cities for 
the construction of 7,847 building improve- 
ments, costing $25,006,308, against 7,054, cost- 
ing $25,723,801, an increase of 793 buildings 
and a decrease of $626,493 in cost as com- 
pared with the corresponding month a year 
. The decrease amounts to 3*per cent. 
A significant phase of the situation was the 
close race between New York and Chicago 
for supremacy, while the failing off in the 
former, city, compared with the same month 
a year ago, is remarkable. Permits were is- 
sued in New York City, including the bor- 
oughs of Manhattan and the Bronx, for 328 
building improvements, involving $4,446,500, 
against 1256 building improvements, involv- 
ing $8,619,300, for the corresponding October 
ayearago. The decrease this year amounted 
to 48 per cent. This is the most notable fall- 
ing off in any of the cities enumerated, with 
the exception of Atlanta, which, for the same 
month, shows a. decrease of 82 per cent. Per- 
mits were issued in Chicago during the same 
month for 563 improvements, involving a 
total cost of $4,066,206, a gain of 37 per cent.

wart native of New Zealand, whose 
broad chest, frank, open face, and 
muscular arms are a delight to the 
intrepid traveler who goes into the 

bugh in search of butterfiles. Little, how- 
ever, is said of the fairer beauty who hides 
her charms in the solitude of her pah whilst 
her brother stalks about, in all his manly 
strength, waiting for the meal he knows wil} 
be prepared for him on his return. 

Maori girls, from their earliest appearance 

in the world, are brought up with strict ideas 
concerning their domestic and other duties, 
also their duty towards man—the greater and 
necessarily the more intelligent creature. 
With such good training, they grow up with 
an unbounded respect for man. It is noidle, 
dreamy interest which they take in him, but 
an active, lively one—they work for him. 
, Until quite recently the Maori woman did 
. the majority of the manual labor of a pah, 
such as food growing, sheep and cattle rear- 
ing, timber getting, and other necessary jobs. 
This enabled the male to ramble at his leis- 
ure, to pick quarrels with and fight his ene- 
mies. The women of old even went so far 
as to-assist in battle when they feared the 
men were getting the worst of it. 

The march of time and civilization has, 
however, altered things considerably. The 
Maori woman of today, like her European 
sister, has what she calls her “ rights,’’ and 
man, unless eligible, lies neglected and un- 
eared for, whilst the charms of his sisters 
are sung in the pahs and lauded in the bush. 
The beautiful, thick, raven locks of the Maori 
girl, her dark, flashing eyes and firm, well 
rounded limbs are well illustrated in the 
accompanying photographs. 

Free from the bonds of convention, this 
native beauty grows up full of a wild grace 
and fearless temperament. She rides, shoots, 
hunts, makes love, and attends to her toilet 
in much the same way as any other woman; 
but she has a peculiar and natural charm 
that fascinates beyond all the studied wiles 
of her fairer sisters. The soft, even tones 
of her voice dre enough in themselves to win 
the admiration of any man, and, combined 
with her charming manner and the interest 
she takes in everything around and about 
her, easily account for her success in life. 
The pretty Maori girl is now a much sought 
after individual. Atacountry dance or party 
she lacks no partners; her only troubdie is in 
making up her mind which to choose. The 
even step and rhythmic swing of her dancing 
make the white girl's chance of partners 


poor.

In the 
old native legends the charm and grace of 
certain chiefs’ daughters are mentioned. The 
story of Hinemoa, or “* The Beautiful Maori 
Maiden of Rotorua,” the fame of whose 
beauty had spread all over the fsland, is, per- 
haps, still the most popular one, and is re- 
cited on every occasion. But, beyond one or 
two great chiefs’ daughters, the women did 
not. bother about their personal ; they 
were content to squat at home and do their 
work, and to lighten the cares of their lords 
in the old days went 
gh rank, and was consi 
ssing, as we know it, brings no blush to 
the maiden’s cheek, nor would she thank 
her brave were he to greet her with the soft 
kiss of European fame. Nose rubbing is 
their form of salutation, and when two 
friends meet they hold each other by their 
hands, bends their heads until their noses 
touch, and then rub them gently from side 
to side. This form of greeting is not con- 
fined to women, but 1s practiced by the men; 
they seldom meet without rubbing noses. 
In times of lamentation the Maori women 
will sit for hours with their noses touching 
and moan for the loss of some chief whom 
they have,.in all probability, never seen. 
The loss of a brother or friend is enough to 
start them off for days, all moaning and 
howling piteously. They jare essentially a 
sympathetic race, andthe sorrows of one 
are the sorrows ofall. But, in spite of these 
peculiarities, the Maori woman is.a splendid 
creature, and many a white man has found 
an excellent wife amongst them. Marriage, - 
to them, is a solemn obligation, and, though 
there is practically no ceremony attached 
to it, when the chief of their tribe has given 
a maiden to her lover she is bound to him 
for all time. Immorality amongst them is 
rare, and though their code of honor and 
rectitude is crude It ts strictly adhered to. 
‘The costumes of the women in their wild 
state consisted of elaborate capes made of 
feathers, dogskin, or flax, The girls are 
adepts at preparing the fiber of New Zea- 
land flax and other grasses and weaving and 
plaiting it into mats and capes, The hait 
like feathers of the kiwi, a small native bird, 
are made into korowals, or capes, for the 
wealthy daughters or wives of chiefs. They 
are extremely rare and take years to make. 
Many of the early beauties disfigured their 
faces by tattooing the lower lip and chin;

Total sales of 


PRACELY COLLECTION. | 


{From the New York Times. ] 


BRIEF report of Mr. Morgan's recent 

purchase in Eng:and of a great pri- 

vate library, containing thirty-two 

Caxtons and an amazing assemblage 

of other early printed books, conti- 
nental and English,,appeared in these col- 
umns July 5. Additional details are now 
given concerning this transaction, which is 
undoubtedly the most remarkable event in 
the annals of bibliography since Mrs.. John 
Rylands’ purchase in August, 1892, of the 
famous Spencer iibrary. The ‘atter, with its 
50,000 books, among which were the greatest 
of the world’s book treasures, was easily 
worth the £250,000 given for fit by the gener- 
ous widow of the Manchester millionaire. 
The Althorp books would be cheap today at 
this price, for rare books have appreciated 
in value in the last ten years in an extraor- 
dinary degree—a fact realized by Mr. Morr 
gan, who now pays for 700 books and manu- 
scripts a price only slightly leas than the 
sun. paid by Mrs. Rylands. 

The acquisition of this cotlection lends a 
new rank to the Bibiiotheca Morganiana, 
which is now the finest library existing in 
private hands in this country. The quarter 
million in English money which the 700 books 
and manuscripts have cost may seem an ex- 
travagant price to the idle critics who are 
unfamiliar with modern values, but not to 
those who know that one item alone—the 
Jason,”"’ from. Caxton’s press-sold for 


£2,100 four years ago and night pdssibly 


bring £3,000 were it resold today. 

Of the 700 items 11ll.are illuminated manvu- 
scripts, French, English, German, Dutch, 
{talian, etc., all remarkable as examples of 
antiquity, caligraphy, and ornamentation. 
All save four of the thirteen English man- 
scripts were formerly in the Morris library. 
Chief among these is the -Huntingfeld 
Psalter,.a.manuscript on vellum contain- 
ing ninety-two miniatures of scenes frem 
the bible and the lives of the saints, and 
executed probably at Mendham Priory about 
1180-"90.. Mendham Priory was founded and 
endowed by suecessive members of the 
Huntingfield family. The manuscript 
passed into other hands in the sixteenth 
century, and about 1889 was secured by 
Bernard Quaritch, who catalogued it at 
£800. In 1880 it was exhibited in New York, 
but recrossed the Atlantic without finding 
a purchaser. It is a magnificent volume. 
containing a treasury of early English art 
such as can no longer be found (with this 
single puteide of the great public 

libraries. 

The Flemish manuscripts are chiefly 
Psalters. of thirteenth century execution. 
One, the “* Liége Psalter,” is a-volume of al- 


matchless beauty. A. notable French 


manuscript is a‘ Roman de ja Rose,” about 
1380, remarkable for its miniatures of ex- 
quisite executién the rare Camaiengris 
style. This is rivaledin beauty by a Bourbon 
“Book of Hours,’ executed about 1485 for 
Charles de Roussijllen, grandson of Charles 
I. de Bourbon and cousin in the fifth degree 
to Louls L., Prince de Condé. The volume 
contains over fifty miniatures, of which 
eighteen are of large size. The decoration 
throughout is ‘exceptionally rich, «copious, 
and brilliant. Charies de Roussillon was 
about 20 years of age when this manuscript 
was executed. He dted childless early in the 
reign of Francis I,, and the volume seems to 
have passed into the Bourbon-Vendome 
branch of the family. It was later owned 
by Henri (III.) de Bourbon, Prince de Condé 
(1648-1709), whose book plate it bears. In 
1886 Quaritch priced it at £170. An- 
other * Book of Hours,” of Flemish ex- 


ecution, is interesting because it said 
to have been bound for Mary tuart, 
ueen of Scots, at the time of her rriage. 


enowned for her beauty, her talents, her 
misfortunes, and her sins, Mary Staurt is 
less known for her love of books, but there 
is much evidence that she had a fine library. 
This *‘ Book of Hours ’’ was one of its chief 


treasures. Mrs. Jack Gardner of Boston 


possesses the copy of Vostre’s edition, 1514, 
of ‘“‘ Heures A Pugaige de Romme,”’ printed 
on Vellum, which the queen gave to the car- 
dinal of Lorraine in 1561, with the inscrip- 
tion, mon Oncle. Marie R.”’ 

’ The several block books in the collection 
interestingly illustrate the forebullding of 
typography. There are over 200 examples 
of the earliest presses of Germany and the 
low countries. Mr. Morgan already had the 
Gutenberg bible and the celebrated Psalter 
of 1459 (the latter the most costly book ever 
sold, fetching £4,960 in 1884, Quaritch pricing 
it later at £5,250). There are 100 early Italian 
books, of which ten are on vellum. the 
early books of France there are 120, of which 
29 (chiefly Horae) are on vellum. 

The interest of the readers is likely to be 
centered in the special collection of volumes 
produced by the earliest English printers, 
Caxton and others. This part of the library, 
with its thirty-two Caxtons and over forty 
books printed by Rood, the schoolmaster of 
St. Albans; Lettou, Machlinia, De Worde, 
and Pynson, is undoubtedly the most im- 
portant collection of its kind formed since 
Spencer’s time. It is needless to say that the 
money value represented is enormous. 

‘The following is a chronological list of 
the best of the early printed English books: 

1. Lefevre’s *“*‘ Recuyell of the Histories of 
Troye,’’ printed by Caxton at Bruges about 
1474 (only one perfect copy is known, the one 
that sold for £1,820 at the Jersey sale in 1885. 
The Morgan copy lacks forty-nine leaves out 
of 352, one being blank. It is the Wygfair- 
Hibbert-Wilks-Utterson and Ashburnham 
copy), sold at Ashburnham sale for £950. 

2. Lefevre’s ‘Recueil des Histoires de 
Troye,"’ printed in French (presumably by 
Caxton) at Bruges about 1474 (six copies 
are known, three of them perfect. The 
Morgan copy lacks thirty-three leaves. It 
is the Roxburghe-Dent-Hanrott and Ash- 
burnham copy), sold at Ashburnham sale 
for £600. 

3. The “ Chess Book’ of J. de Cessolis, 
printed by Caxton (with Mansion’s aid) at 
Bruges. about 1475 (this is the Hardwicke 
copy, with thé first, sixth, seventh, and 
sixty-fourth leaves in facsimile), sold for 
£260 at the Hardwicke sale in 1888, later 
priced by Quaritch at, £420. 

4. Lefevyre’s “ Jason,” printed at Bruges 
by Caxtori about 1477 (this is the finest of 
the seven known copies, having two blanks 
and uncut leaves, and is, indeed, one of the 
grandest of all Caxtons, It is the famous 
Harley-W est-Ratcliffe-Erskine-Taylor- He- 
ber-Payne- and Ashburnham copy—sold ut 
_the iburnham for £2,100. 


** Quatre Choses,”” printed by 
Gicshehe at Bruges in his No. 2 type about 
1476. (Only two copies are in existence, 
this, with two leaves in facsimile, and the 
one in the British museum, with one leaf in 
facsimile. They were both: defective, but 
the museum copy was compléted from this 
copy, which was similarly completed from 
the other. The Morgan copy is much the 
better of the two. It is the copy that 
Quaritch priced at £500 in August, 1884; July, 
1887. January, 1890; and May. 1802). Its 
present value should be close to £1,000. 

G. ** Dictes of the Philosophers,”’ printed 


by Caxton at Westminster in 1477; the first > 


nook printed in England (one of five perfect 
eopies; three of the other four are in public

“DEVIL WAGONS.” 


Automobiles’’.Record: of Deaths 
During the Last Ten 
Months. 


HE automobdile accident which resulted 
in the death of the wife of Senator 
Stewart of Nevada, following so close- 
ly wpon the death in France froma 
similiar cause of Mr. and Mrs. Charies 

L. Fair of San Francisco, has compelled at- 
tention to the humber of these fatalities 
during the last year. 

These have followed #0 closely one upon 
another that it is almost difficult to realize 
that the death of Frederick H. Benedict, 


a.son of E. C. ‘Benedict, took place more | 


than ten months ago. Grenville Kane, a 
friend, who was riding in the automobile 
driven by Mr. Benedict, 
when the machine swerved. and struck a 
large bowlder on a country road near Stock- 
bridge, N. 

Two manthe later George Nantel was 
killed on Hast Thirty-ninth street, New 
York, by an electric vehicle belonging to the 
Metropolitan Express company, an~- 
other man and three women were injured. A 
oo days afterward Joseph Henry, a 14 year 
| old boy, wae killed at Fifth avenue and 
Eighteenth street. 

The month of February witnessed the kill- 
ing by the “ white ghost"’ of Henry Thies, 
a little boy who lived on Convent avenue, an 
accident which had been preceded by a few 
days by the death of Mrs. Anna B. 
of 108 West Fiftty-eighth street, who was 
run over by an electric cab. : 

Many saw the killing of Charles Whitman, 
a bicyclist, who was riding near Paterson, 
N. J.,. when Robert B. Holmes’ automobile 
ran him down, and the accident on Staten 
island when the Baker freak’’ machine 
killed Andrew Featherstone and injured nine 
} others, three of whom died later. This last 
fatality was the result of fast driving in an 
endeavor to break a world’s record. 


Following the terrible death of Baron von 


Bleichroeder, who dashed into 4 stone wagon 
near Cologne, Germany, and was crushed 
to death under his auto June 11, came wiih- 
in three days the announcement of the kill- 
ing at Little Falls, N. H., of Edward C. John- 
son, whose machine. got, beyond: his control 
and dashed into a tree by the roadside. 

Less than a month later Henry W. Du- 
puy’s automobile killed D, Thorpe Munro, 
“ Marine engineer, at New Haven, and early 
this month Frederick Tailor, a colored boy, 
was killed by being run over by an unknown 
chauffeur in Central park, and Martin Se- 
berta was killed on the following day by an 
electric delivery wagon in Bast New York. 

Of accidents which have resulted in deaths 
which were directly due to automobiling 
there have been many during the period 
of time included in the summary given above. 

A farmer's horse, frightened by the ap- 
proach of Dr. Joseph Fewsmith’s machine 
at Newark, N. J., ran away and threw its 


owner, Michael Fohs, from the wagon, kiji- 


ing bim Instantly. 

Richard . Henches and John.Krieger of 
Hackensack were opefating a large mower 
to which a horse was a‘tached, when the 
animal, becoming scared by the automobile 
beloriging to Henry L. and Frederick Blum, 
knocked down Henches and killed him and 
threw Krieger from his seat into the revolv- 
ing blade of the mower, by which he was

If the ¢uticle be pushed 
back when the hands are wet the nail will take the proper 
shape, and there Will be no roughn¢éss around it. The trick, 
or the real art, in manicur ng consists in performing this act 
every day. If the nails are neglected for as much as twenty- 
four hours the skin will cling to the nal and will grow on it, 
and there will be a short nail, which defies al! efforts to 
lengthen it. But if it be pushed back every day and each timé 
the hands are washed the nail will gradually lengthen. 

White spots upon the nail are caused not by defective cir- 
culation but by an injury to the matrix of the nail. If you

h't your finger betweeen the joint and the finger nail the re- © 


sult will be a white spot upon the nail,-and this white spot will 
not disappear until the nail has grown out. If the orange 
wood sticks be used roughly at the base ofthe nail, or if a 
blunt instrument be dug in under the cuticle, it will make an 
injury to the nail which wll be visible in the form of a white 
spot later on. ‘ 

Various causes are given for these white spots upon the 
nail, but really this is the only reason for them.

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OME of the limitations which hedge photogra- 
phy at the present promise to disappear with 
the development commercially of an invention 
of James 8. Grun, a Brighton, } pho- 
tographer. 

A new lens which he has produced makes it 
possible to take pictures at night. A street 
scene at night can be reproduced. Pictures can 
be taken in theaters by dim light. Work can be done at home 
by lamp or gaslight. 

In fact, the condition of light is practically eliminated 
from photography. In light or darkness photographs may be 
taken with equa! ease. 

The new lens consists of a combination of crown flint glass 
and a fluid of such a nature that the reflecting surface is d min- 
ished and a lens of greater thickness is obtained. A larger 
amount of light is concentrated on the plate than can be ob- 
tained in an ordinary glass lens. The accuracy of the picture 
is in no wise impaired. In fact, owing to the more perfect 
correction made possible by the introduction of the fluid, a 
better picture is obtained than carn be secured by the best 
giass lens. 

This is the claim of the inventor, but he has been meeting

with opposition in putting his new lens on the market. The | 


oppésition is that of “ vested interests and trade influence,”’ 
he says, but in spite of this he claims that his invention is 
mahing its way, and ultimately will render obsolete all meth- 
ods now being used in photography. 
Long Exposures Unnecessary. 

The possibilities of the lens are illustrated by the accom- 
panyihg photographs, which were taken in darkness or by 
artificial light. Mr. Grun claims that it will be possibile for 
the photographer, professional or amateur, to take pictures at 
his home by gaslight at night with no more expense than is 
occasioned by the ordinary process during the day. 

With an exposure of one-tenth of a second a photograph 
can be taken in the faulty light of a theater. Some of the pic- 
tures used to illustrate the powers of the new lens were taken 
in a theater lighted by the equivalent of 8,000 candle power, 
a moderate amount for such purposes. 

Prom fifteen to thirty seconds’ exposure is sufficient for 
the taking of street pictures kt night, the length of exposure 
depending on the lighting of the street. . 

Scientists predicted that the lens would be affected by the 
temperature, but this has not proven to be the case. The lens 
need not be handled with greater care than is used with an 
ordinary photographic outfit, and if the fluld in the lens be 
spisied it may be refilled. 

In telephotographic work it is claimed that the lens is in- 
valuable, as it enables instantaneous exposures to be made 
with results that show more perfect details than can be se- 
cured with the most expensive lens now on the market. An- 
other advantage claimed for the lens is that owing to the 
extreme shortness of focus a much greater depth of field is 
presented than be obtained by any other lens of similar 
aperture. 


Royal Arighlgashght

to take instantaneous photographs by the three color process, 
on mikes it possible to take better kinetoscope pictures 
n colors.
